Is Kenton County Coroner's Jury 
Verdict In Death of Charles 



Bridges At Bracht 

A coroner's Inquest In the death 
of Charles Bridges, age 53, on the 
night of December 20th, in the house 
of Randall Mullins, on the Bracht- 
Piner Highway, near Bracht, Ken- 
ton county, was held last Wednes- 
day in the Covington Police Court 
room, Coroner James P. Riffe pre- 
siding. Twenty witnesses were heard 
before a Jury. 

Contradictory evidence given by 
several witnesses, strengthened a be- 
lief in the minds of the jury that 
Bridges was the victim of robbery 
and violence before he was burned 
to death. Witnesses said that Brid- 
ges had more than $80 on his per- 
son the night of his death. 

The Coroner's jury, after hearing 
the evidence, recommended that 
Everett Belew, age 31, turckman, 
living at Bracht, be held to the 
grand jury under $2,000 bond, which 
was furnished. 

Belew, when hearing of the charge 
went to Sheriff Louis Vogt, Wed- 
nesday and surrendered, who told 
him to return home, as there way 
no warrent issued at that time 
Sheriff Vogt said Belew told him 
"if you get a warrant just let me 
know and I'll come down and ex- 
ecute a bond." 

A hearing was set for Wednesday 
Jan. 6th, before County Judge John 
B. Read, and should Belew be hel^ 
over, the case will come up before 
Kenton Grand Jury late this month

MURDER OR 
ACCIDENT 

Mystery Surrounds Death of Floyd 
Tomlin Near Williamstown 

Grant county authorities are mys- 
tified over the death of Floyd Tom- 
lin, farmer, age 38, whose remains 
were found at the side of the Dixie 
Highway, with a broken neck, Sat- 
urday night. His body was discov- 
ered by a woman passing by in an 
auto and she informed Grant county 
officials. 

Although there was no bruiess or 
other marks of violence than the 
broken neck, authorities were mys- 
tified at finding Tomlin's pocket- 
book several feet from his still warm 
body. There was only 62 cents in 
the pocketbook, but when seen at 
9:30 he had bills in his possession. 
Coroner Claud Neal conducted an 
investigation Sunday. He returned 
no verdict. However, toe pointed out 
death may have been caused by a 
misstep and that if Tomlin had been 
carrying his pocketbook in his sand 
he would probably have thrown it 
aside as he fell. 

Tomlin had lived four miles east 
of Williamstown on the Hod Ridge 
road, where he had a farm. He is, 
survived by two brothers and three 
sisters. His funeral was held at 
Unity Baptist church and buried hi 
Jag cemetery, Pendleton county, near 
Butler.

Cincinnati Man Shoots Self At 

Home of Sister Near Constance 

When Police Close In 

Clarence Cox, age 43, Cincinnati, 
attempted to take his life Monday 
morning at 10:20 at the home of his 
sister Mrs. Benjamin Reeves, Sr., 
when Ludlow (Ky.) police close in 
on him to arrest him for strangling 
his wife to death at their home five 
days before.

Population to Near Peak 
of 135,000,000 by 1950 

Washington. — The slowing down 
of the growth in population, re- 
vealed by the Bureau of the Census, 
lends credibility to forecasts by gov- 
ernment sociologists that population 
may reach a peak of 135,000,000 
perspns by 1950, become stationary 
for a while, and then decline. 

The decrease in population growth 
is attributed chiefly to immigration 
restrictions. A contributing factor 
has been the declining birthrate. 
Births have increased slightly in the 
last two years, but the increase is 
regardea as a temporary interrup- 
tion of a long time down trend. 

The population slightly more than 
doubled between 1890 and 1935 to 
127,521,000 estimated as of July I, 
1935, by the Bureau of Census. Cur- 
rently, the population numbers 
more than 128,000,000 persons.

their efforts to reduce the Federal 
tax on manufactured tobacco. 

Reduction of these taxes, it was 
said by Garth K. Ferguson, State 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Labor 
and Statistics, would "widen the 
markin which the manufacturer has 
available for the payment of the 
cost of purchasing raw tobacco from 
the farmer, and for labor." 

The current high prices for to- 
bacco on Kentucky markets, Fergu- 
son said, are due in part to a "dis- 
tribution of surplus earnings by 
manufacturers, for the purpose of 
avoiding the new Federal taxes on 
undistributed surpluses." 

In letters to Kentucky represent- 
atives in Congress, Ferguson pointed 
out that "tobacco companies accum- 
ulated large stocks of tobacco at low 
prices in previous years." He ex- 
pressed belief that with tobacco 
prices now at a much higher figure 
the companies would not have such 
large surpluses in future years. 

"Hence, it is probable that tins 
factor will not have so much effect 
on prices paid for tobacco in future 
years," he said. 

Urging the Kentucky delegation in 
Congress to continue the fight for 
lower taxes on tobacco, Ferguson 
said that "if it resulted in increased 
earnings for the manufacturer, the 
farmer would still be benefitted so 
long as the Federal tax on excess 
earnings compelled the companies to 
distribute these earnings back to the 
farmers by paying higher prices for 
tobaooo." 

Ferguson said he already had re- 
ceived encouraging replies from sev- 
eral of the Kentucky Congressmen 
in response to his letter. He credit- 
ed the Congressmen with (having led 
the fight for tobacco-tax-reduction 
in other sessions, saying he wrote 
them "not in the sense of urging, 
but rather of supporting you in all 
you can do for Kentucky farmers."

for the murder of his sister, Miss

An ordinance amending ordinance 
No. 112 of the town of Walton, pro- 
viding for and levying occupational 
taxes. 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
THE TOWN OF WALTON DO OR- 
DAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

That ordinance No. 112 of the 
town of Walton entitled an ordi- 
nance providing for and levying an 
occupational tax in the town of Wal- 
ton, Kentucky, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting a com- 
ma (,) after the word sell in para- 
graph one (1) of section one (1) of 
said ordinance No. 112, and adding 
immediately after such comma the 
words "or offer to sell," and placing 
a comma after said words; so that 
said paragraph one (1) of section 
one (1) when so amended shall read 
as follows: 

Section 1. That a license and 
occupational tax is hereby levied 
and impased upon all persons, firms 
and corporations engaged in the 
business or occupations hereinafter 
set out, in the town of Walton; the 
same to be paid annually to the 
town clerk for the use and benefit 
of the ganeral revenue fund of the 
town; and from and after the pas- 
sage and publication of this ordi- 
nance it shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to en- 
gage in any of the occupations or 
business, or sell, or offer to sell, any 
of the articles named in this ordi- 
nance, within the limits of the t:wn 
of Walton. Kentucky, until such 
person, firm or corporation shall 
have procured from the town clerk 
a license so to do and paid to said 
clerk the license tax hereinafter set 
out, as follows: 

This ordinance shall be in 'ful! 
force and effect fr;m and after it-- 
passage and publication as by la* 
required.

Break 8 Year Record 

Twenty Shelby-Boone-Oarroll co- 
unty dairymen in the Northern Ken- 
tucky Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation broke the eight year record 
for butter fat production during the 
1935-36 year, Just completed, with 
an average of 345 pounds of butter- 
fat per cow on a total of 655 cows 
according to John V. Hood, tester 
for the association. This exceeds 
by 10 pounds the previous 1934-35 
year record of 335 pounds. 

The association, under the work 
of John Hood, tests has shown a 
steady progress. The average pro- 
duction per cow in 1928-29 testing 
year was 5947 pounds of milk and 
255 pounds of butter fat. This pro- 
duction has increased steadily until 
the production for the past 1935-36 
year of 7371 pounds of milk and 
345 pounds of fat was produced 
This growth demonstrates the im- 
portance of continuous dairy herd 
improvement association work. The 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion plan is based on the tester 
spending one day each month with 
the »dairyman, testing and keeping 
j complete detailed production and 
cost of production records on each I 
j individual cow in the herd. The j 
dairyman in turn pays $4.00 per 
month for this complete service. The 
work of the association is supervised 
by the dairy department of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

Four Boone county dairymen. 
Joel Gray. Burlington, W. G. Kite & 
O. W. Purdy, Waterloo, Ben Nicht- 
ing, Beaver, and O. R. Russ, Lima- 
burg, completed 1935-36 years test- 
ing work in the association. Inter- 
esting points in the analysis of the 
years testing work are as follows: 
Number of cows years in association 
530.4, number pounds milk per cow 
7371, average butter fat test 4.7 
average pounds of butter fat 345.4 
average value of product $165.55, 
average cost of roughages including 
pasture $28.96, average cost of gram 
feed $30.49, average cost of feed 
$59.45. average value of product a- 
bove feed cost $106.10, average return 



for each $1.00 spent for feed $2.78 
average cost 100 pounds milk 81c 
feed cost per pound of butter fat 17c 
It should be noted costs do not in- 
volve depreciation^ overhead other 
than feed, taxes, interest and other 
costs involved in production. The 
production per cow is also more than 
double the average production out- 
side the association. 

Boone county cows averaging more 
than 400 pounds of fat for the year 
were Gis, Starlight and Nig, grade 
Jerseys, iwned by Ben Nichting of 
Beaver; Big Girl and Polly, grade 
Jerseys, owned by O R. Russ of 
Limaburg; Buffy and Nancy, grade 
Guernseys, owned by Joel Gray of 
Burlington. Leading Boone county 
dairymen who will complete the 
1936-37 testing year on March 1st 
are Robert Youell, Burlington; Kite 
& Purdy, Waterloo; Joel Gray, Bur- 
lington, and Ben Nichting, Beaver. 
Farmers Plan Community Program 
Boone county farmers cooperating 
in the County Extension Agricultural 
Improvement Program will meet in 
their respective communities this 
week and next to plan the improve- 
ment program to be carried out in 
their communities during 1937. 

The community improvement pro- 
grams are chiefly of an educational 
nature. Interested farmers meet to- 
gether to discuss the agricultural 
progress made in the community 
during the past year and to outline 
these lines of improvement which in 
their opinion should be carried out 
in 1937. 

Much progress in livestock and 
poultry improvement, new and im- 
proved varieties of crops, field meet- 
ings, community organization and 
other lines of improvement has been 
made through this work in the past 
Farmers have shown a splendid 
spirit of cooperation. It is hoped 
that the 1937 programs will be the 
niost constructive planned to date 
The community programs will be or- 
ganized into a county program of 
work following these meetings.

Erosion control operations by CCC 
camp. Walton, Ky., assumed greater 
proportions in 1936 than' ever before 
William M. Adams, superintendent 
announced today. The camp is 6p- 
jerated under techinical supervision 
I of the Soil Conservation Service. 

Approximately sixty-five farms in 
Boone, Gallatin, Grant and Kenton 
counties involving more than 9500 
acres of agricultural land, are now 
cooperating in the demonstrational 
program, Supt. Adams said. 

From a techional standpoint, the 
demonstration program of the samp 
remains unchanged during the year 
Supt. Adams' report declares. It con- 
tinued the introduction of such ben- 
eficial farming pracitices as strip 
cropping and contour tillage; and 
the retirement of steep slopes and 
badly eeroded areas from cultivat- 
ion. The camp also recomends ap- 
plication of agricultural limestton;? 
and fertilizer, improving texture of 
soil by use of legumes, green man- 
ure and crop residues, and longer 
well-balanced crop rotations. 

In the camp area more than one- 
hundred-twenty acres have been 
stripped cropped or will be stripped 
under present agreements. Approx- 
imately eight hundred acres of con- 
tour tillage have been covered by 
voluntary agrements. 

Application of agricultpral lime- 
stone advocated by the Soil Con- 
servation Service on acid fields and 
pastures, was advanced by gather- 
ing more than 350 tons of native 
rock. Approximately 1560 small 
dams have been built to check the 
runoff of rainfall and the spread of 
gullies.

TOBACCO CONTROL 
BILL PASSED 



By the General Assembly of Ken- 
tucky Saturday, Just Previous 
to Its Adjournment 

After making last-minute com- 
promises in the tobacco control bill 
and giving final approval to the 
legislation, the special session of th? 
Kentucky General Assembly ad- 
journed sine die Saturday night. 
• Two others of the 28 subjects of 
the session were completed during 
the day— a bill prohibiting commer- 
cial sale of prison-made goods, and 
a bill to facilitate purchase of a 
waterworks by the city of Lexington 
An attempt to reconsider this bill 
in the Senate in the closing hours 
of the session was defeated when 
Lieutenant-Governor Keen Johnson 
broke a tie vote and killed the at^ 
tempt. 

The parliamentary situation under 
which the vote was taken found ! 
proponents of the bill voting \s ' 
table (kill) a motion to reopen pas- I 
sage of the bill. Opponents of the 
bill*" voted against killing the mo- 
tion. On the tie, Johnson voted to 
kill the motion. 

It was the first time he had cast 
a vote directly on the bill. 

The compromise made in the 
tobacco bill attempt to make the 
legislation effective in 1937, and tc 
correct possible constitutional de- 
fects. As first passed, the bill would 
not have gone into effect until 
April 17, although it required control 
compacts be made with other tobac- 
co-producing states begore March 1 
An emergency clause was attached 
Saturday, making the bill effective 
immediately. This means that, as

authority is granted for negotiation 
of a control compact with these other 
states. 

No restriction of acreage is requir- 
ed until such a compact has been 
made effective by similar control 
laws in the other states. For burley 
tobacco, the compact would require 
adherence of Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Ohio and Indiana 
as to 1937. 

For other types of tobacco, it 
would be required that Virginia and 
Tennessee join with Kentucky be- 
fore any control of production might 
become effective. 

The minimum acreage allowed to 
any producer— in case control be- 
came effective— was compromised by 
the committee after the House and 
Senate had disagreed on this ques- 
tion. As finally passed, the min- 
imum tobacco acreage is two acres 
for the owner of a farm of 30 acres 
A smaller farm would have a pro- 
portionate amount of tobacco acre- 
age. Eight Eastern Kentucky coun- 
ties, omitted from the bill previously 
were included before final passage. 

Several of the most adrent advo- 
cates of the tobacco bill expressed 
the opinion privately, after its en- 
actment had been completed, that 
the bill never would be operative 
Possible unconstitutionality of the 
Kentucky law, and the possible fail- 
ure of other states to Join in the 
necessary compacts, were ascribed 
as reasons for their doubts. 

Others insited the bill would be 
effective. —I

Letter From San Antonio 



San Antonio, Texas, 
January 10, 1937. 
Mr. J. R. Wallace, 
Walton, Kentucky. 
Dear Mr. Wallace: 

The label on our Advertiser shows 
that our subscription expires this 
month, so I am sending you a check, 
and am asking that you }ust move 
the date up in accordance with same. 
Have been having your paper sent 
to us and so have been able to keep 
up with the happenings in that sec- 
tion. 

The past six weeks have been pas- 
sed in travel and in a longer stay at 
San Antonio. On Thanksgiving day 
we left Cincinnati and traveled west 
by U. S. 50 through southern Ind- 
iana and Illinois , reaching Vin- 
cen$nes, Indiana, the first night.

TIMELY HINTS TO BOONE 

COUNTY SHEEP GROWERS 

For several years sheep raisers Jn 
Boone county have had severe losses 
in ewes, caused by acidosis or preg- 
nancy diseases. Now is the time to 
feed a proper I ration to prevent the 
occurrence of acidosis, according to 
David Colville, Assistant County 
Agent. 

Acidosis developes as a result of 
Improper nutrition, just previous to 
lambing time. Prevention of preg- 
nancy disease depends on the sel- 
ection of good vigorous ewes as 
breeders, good feeding and the con- 
trol of parasites, especially stomach 
worms. At this time of the year 
ewes should receive at least M to V4 
pound of grain daily and a large 
part of the hay should consist of 
some legume, alfalfa, lespedeza, red 
clover, soybeans or a good mixed hay 

A good grain mixture is equal parts 
of corn, bran and oats, with linseed 
oil meal in the proportion one pound 
to eight younds gram mixture. When 
ewes are in poor condition the quan- 
tity of corn should be increased. It 
might be advisable to feed a suitable 
mineral mixture. A mixture of one 
part pulverized limestone dust, one 
part of sulphur and ten parts of 
common salt will be more satisfac- 
tory than salt alone. 

It is almost impossible to do any- 
thing for ewes once they get down 
with this disease. Invariably they 
will be lost. A cheaper method 
would be to {jrjsvent the occurence of 
this disease by good feed and man- 
agement practices. 

Many people think that sheep can 
go several days without water. Ex- 
periments have been carried ouit 
which show that sheep can go with- 
out feed longer than they can with- 
out water without suffering ill effects 

A circular has been prepared by 
Dr. F. E. Hull and Dr. W. W. Dim- 
ock, of the Kentucky Experiment 
Station, on Pregnancy Disease of' 
Sheep. These circulars are one file 
at the County Agent's Office and are 
available to everyone who wants a 
copy.

nig it. Cars were so numerous that 
it took about forty minutes to make 
the crossing. At no other point save 
in the center of St. Louis did we 
encounter heavy traffic. We have 
found the western highways are not 
nearly so crowded as are 'our own U.

Some counties, which were delay- 
ed in conducting their annual roll- 
call have not reported, but the pre- 
liminary figures show a gratifying 
gain in membership for the state and 
some counties exceeded their quotas 

In CampbellCounty the member- 
ship increased from 2,640 to more 
than 3,000; Kenton county showed 
more than 4,000, compared with a 
smaller number in 1936; Louisville 
22,000, compared with 19,000 a year 
ago; Montgomery County 621, com- 
pared with 500 in 1936; Middlesboro 
1.600, compared with 894 last year. 

Complete reports, when finally in 
probably will add from 5,000 to 
7,500 to the estimated total. 

Kentucky Red Cross workers re- 
gretted that J. A. L. Sayer, repre- 
sentative of the National Red Cross 
in the campaign, was stricken ill 
almost as soon as he and other Nat- 
ional Red Cross representatives had 
started the campaign and was com- 
pelled to return to his home at 
Washington. Those who have work- 
ed with him in Kentucky in past 
campaigns felt the loss of his activ- 
ities, although they redoubled their 
efforts to reach the goal. 

The Red Cross representatives de- 
sire to thank all who had any part 
in the rollcall, and partciularly the 
Kentucky Press, which as usual, gave 
liberally of its space to the rollcall 
in spite of the heavy run of election 
news right up to the end of the roll- 
call.

IN G. M. C. STRIKE 



Demonstration By Workers A- 
gainst the Strike 

DETROIT. Jan. 18— More than 
9,000 men, virtually the entire per- 
sonnel of the Chevrolet Gear and 
Axle Division lof General Motovs 
Corporation, staged a demonstration 
in Detroit last week against the 
strikers which have shut down Gen- 
eral Motors plants and caused en- 
forced idleness to more than 135.000 
•workers. 

The Detroit demonstration occurr- ] 
ed at the main plant of Chevrolet's I 
four units on Holbrook avenue and 
! St, Aubin. 

There has been no strike in these ' 
Detroit uni:s of Chevrolet. But the 
units, devoted to the manufacture 
of gears, axles, steel wheels, and 
knee action mechanism, are key sup-, 
pliers of these automotive parts tc 
ten assembly plants, and the sit 
down strikers in other plants have 
stopped ail operations here. 

It is estimated that more than 9i! 
per cent of the men m the plant? 
are eager to return to their jobs. 

The employes assembled last week 
to receive their pay checks, their 
last pay until the resumption of 
operations. 

While waiting for the paymaster'? 
staff, the men held- mass meetings in 
the four cafeterias of the Division 
and appointed a committee to ex- 
press their opposition to the striker? 
and those causing their enforced 
idleness. 

Appointing an employes' commit- 
tee, headed by Arthur Evans and 
George Gilbert, workers in the plant 
the groups voted to publicize their 
opposition to the strike through 
personal telegrams to Governor 
Frank Murphy of Michigan and 
President Roosevelt. After the meet- 
ings, the four groups assembled in 
front of the main plant for a mass 
demonstration of protest under ban- 
ners with' the legends: "We don'f! 
■want a strike," "We want our jobs j 
back." "We object to minority rule," 
and "Nb labor dictators for us."

Vitamin B Is Now Being 
Produced Synthetically 

More, extensive use of vitamin B 
compound for human consumption 
is forecast in Modern Medicine, 
published in Minneapolis, as result 
of recent discovery of synthetic vita- 
min B. 

Production of the artificial vita- 
min was achieved by Dr. R. R. Wil- 
liams, according to the publica- 
tion. 

The process of making artificial 
vitamin B, the first vitamin discov- 
ered, requires the combining of a 
drug which puts people to sleep with 
a sulphur-containing substance used 
to vulcanite rubber. 

Synthetic production of the vita- 
min, eliminating the costly and 
longer method of extracting the 
pure substance from the vegetable 
in which it is contained, will open 
a new field in medicine, the maga- 
zine predicted. 

Vitamin B, discovered in 1896, 
even before the word "vitamin" had 
been coined, promotes health and 
well being in the body. It also is a 
factor in growth of the body. 

It is effective for the treatment of 
certain nervous ailments and lack of 
it causes a dropsy disease known 
as beri-beri.

T"\ESSERTS for the family should 
*-"' appeal to the older members 
as well as to the children if we want 
to keep everybody happy. No house- 
keeper cares • to waste her time 
making two desserts and yet oc- 
casionally husband's craving for pie 
should be satisfied. 

One of the easiest ways to make 
one dessert do the work of two is 
to make a filling which can be used 
for the pie and also for a pudding. 
A cocoanut cream filling will delifth'. 
in either case. It you are planning 
an apple or a cranberry and raisir- 
pie for the family at the same time 
a small baking dish may be fillet 
with the fruit, sweetened and fla 
vored. A few buttered crumbs or 
cubes of bread may be sprinkled 
over the top and it may be baked 
with the pie. 

Pumpkin pudding does not sounti 
so appetizing as pumpkin pie oi 
tarts, but it is very attractive 
with a garnish of whipped cream. 
A teaspoonful of maple sirup ,or 
honey may be put on top of the 
cream just before serving. A quick 
lemon custard can be used in the 
same way. For the children's des- 
sert, it can be put into glass custard 
cups or into china ramekins, covered 
with a meringue and baked in the 
oven just long enough to brown the 
meringue. 

Pumpkin Custard. 

IVz cups cooked or canned pump- 
kin 
2-3 cup brown sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
% teaspoon ginger 
% teaspoon salt 

2 eggs 

1V4 cups milk 
% cup cream 
Mix ingredients in the order given 

and pour into greased custard cups. 
Place cups in a pan of hot water 
and bake in a moderate oven, 350 
degrees F., about forty minutes, un- 
til pumpkin mixture is set. Chill 
and serve with whipped cream. 
Lemon Filling. 

3 egg yolks 

1 1-3 cups sweetened condensed 
milk 

Juice of 3 lemons 

Grated rind of 1V4 lemons 

3 egg whites 

6 tablespoons sugar. 

Beat egg yolks, add milk, lemon 
juice and rind and mix well. Pour 
filling in pie plate lined with pie 
crust. Cover with a meringue made 
by beating the egg whites and add- 
ing the sugar. Bake in a slow oven, 
325 degrees F., just until the mer- 
ingue is delicately brown. Chill 
two or three hours In the refrig- 
erator. 

Lemon Tarts. 

2 lemons 

2 cups sugar 

2 eggs 

1 cup sponge cake crumbs 

Pastry 

Mix the juice and grated rind 
of the lemons, sugar, eggs and cake 
crumbs. Beat until smooth. Put into 
patty tins lined with pastry and 
bake in a hot oven (450 degrees 
Fahrenheit) about seven minutes, 
until crust is light brown. 
Angel Cake. 

Whites of 8 eggs 

1 teaspoon cream of tartar 

% cup granulated sugar 

V* teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

% cup flour 

1 teaspoon vanilla or almond ex- 
tract 

Beat egg whites to firm, stiff froth; 
add cream of tartar; fold sugar in 
lightly. Fold in flour sifted four 
times with baking powder and salt; 
add flavoring. Bake in ungreased 
tube pan forty-five to fifty minutes 
in moderate oven, at 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Invert pan and let stand 
until cold. Remove from pan, tear 
in pieces with a fork and frost with 
marshmallow frosting and sprinkle 
with pieces of marshmallow and co- 
conut. 

Mince and Cranberry Pie 

1% cups mince meat 

1% cups cooked cranberries 

% cup sugar 

Pie crust 

Mix mince meat prepared as for 
pie, cooked cranberries and sugar. 
Place in a pie tin lined with pastry. 
Place %-inch strips of pastry over 
top to form lattice work. Bake in a 
hot oven (450 degrees F.) about 
fifteen minutes, then lower temper- 
ature to 350 degrees F., and bake 
twenty minutes. /

Practiced on Some Farms 

The Idaho experiment station 
found in a recent survey many uses 
for electric fence equipment be- 
sides those usually advocated. For 
instance, says the Country Home 
13-tf | Magazine, one farmer was using an 
■ electric "poker" to facilitate cattle 
loading. Another farmer had a 
charged wire around the inside of a 
scale fence to keep animals on the 
platform. Other uses included wiring 
stalls to teach horses or bulls not 
to attempt to break out; protecting 
flower gardens from night raids; 
educating range animals to avoid 
wire, thereby reducing wire cuts; 
preventing hogs from rooting under 
a woven wire fence; breaking horses 
of halter pulling by putting a 
charged wire back of them; check- 
ing the sp"read of Bang's disease by 
cows which nose one another across 
line fences.

Some Idaho farmers are working 
on the idea of repelling jack rab- 
bits by means of electrified wire. 
Another survey made in Illinois on 
farms which had used electric fence 
for several years showed favorable 
results, but also demonstrated that 
one wire was not sufficient to stop 
pigs and other small animals. How- 
ever, animals that have been 
shocked a few times soon learn to 
avoid all wires, so that it is not 
necessary to keep the fence con- 
tinually charged.

SUGAR WEATHER 

I. remember as if it were yesterday 
my older brother, John, who was 
known as the "sugar man," when it 
came to making sugar, saying, as he 
drew on his great suooer Doots, "It 
looks like sugar weather today." 

Sugar weather is that period In 
Spring when the sun shines bravely 
in the day time and the frost is in 
t^e air at night. The colder the 
night and the warmer the day, the 
better the sap will flow. 

Sixty years ago, that isn't so long 
just breadth, as time is measured 
and yet, my brother made his own 
wooden troughs to hold the sap, af- 
ter it run through spiles made out of 
long jointed alders, which were 
driven into seven-eights inch augor 
holes, two inches long, bored into 
the trees. Even the sled used in 
hauling, was made with his own 

hands. .-. __ '. '- 

Invention was asleep in those day.* 
and labor saving devices were scarce 
and these crude methods of saving 
sap were the plan used toy owners of 
all large sugar camps. 

Many plantations consisted of sev- 
eral hundred trees and the amount 
of sap run per day depended on the 
weather. We would get ten cents 
per pound for candy and near one 
dollar per gallon for the finished 
syrup. The furnace, was located a- 
bout one-half mile, in a very low 
place, in the woods, on the back o' 
our farm. The sap was kept boiling 
day and night, and took a barrel cf 
sap to make a gallon of syrup, or 
about 11 pounds. 

If you have never spent a night in 
a sugar shack, you have missed a 
part of paradice. Generally there 
was a hired man who would tell us 
boys, great stories, about bears, cat- 
amounts and Indians, and as they 
were unblushing, you know our par- 
adice was spelled with a capital P 
Those were the days, when I believ- 
ed everything they told me, as I lay 
back in this shack, waiting for egg? 
I to boil in syrup, munching on a 
chicken leg, then kicking roasting 
potatoes out of the ashes. 

I can hear yet the sound of the 
wind as its whistled through the 
trees overhead and the crackling of 
the roaring furnace fires. 

I am often asked why I am bow- 
legged, well t was this way— you 
older folks remember those old wood- 
en buckets merchants used for 
Christmas candy, well we bought 
every one we could procure and they 
held about five gallons. At midnignt 
we would make the rounds, to see 
if the sap was running over and 
keep the buckets level. I always 
helped carry them, two at a time, a 
distance of a half mile, and being 
only twelve years of age, the weight 
sprang my legs. In those days peo- 
ple didn't pay any attention to 
curves, except the rainbow, and once 
they set there wasn't any way but 
let them curve. This, was in a way 
an advantage, for I was always call- 
ed on at "pig ringing" time to help 
hold them, and when I got a pig by

Such a loss of revenue, even 
though it be only for a few days, 
combined with the loss of machinery 
and the dire necessity of repairing 
the state maintained arterial high- 
ways, it can readily be seen that the 
years program will necessarily have 
to be cuhtailed to a great extent. 

The loss of machinery may be only 
temporary, however, a large number 
of heavy and important pieces were 
either working or- stored in the 
flooded area.

The government owns and controls 
the streams and it seems logical that 
for the general welfare such devel- | 
opments should be by, through and 
under the control of the United 
States government. Such utilities j 
as have already been developed un- 
der private enterprise should be 
taken over by the government at a 
fair compensation. It is not a fair 
deal for the government to give 
grants for such to private corpora- 
tions and then later enier the field 
in competition as is being done in 
the Ter.r.essee valley. 

It seems that, iroin the intense 
sufferings of humanity along the 
flooded sections of the Ohio river 
valley with the immense loss of 
property, sweeping its relentless vol- 
ume of death and destruction on to 
the fertile valley of the Mississippi 
river, there should arise a stimulus 
for a united urge and effort, through 
the congressior.able representatives 
of these territories to elicit an in- 
terest in their fellow congressmen 
in an instant move looking to a con- 
servation of the flood waters of the 
Ohio river valley. It would afford 
a means for the generation of elec- 
trical power for the general welfare 
of all the territory drained by the 
entire Ohio river valley, bringing in 
, a handsome interest on the invest- 
ment. Now is the opportune time 
Nothing is to be gained by delay 
Such a condition as now prevails will 
be repeated time and time again as 
the years roll by. Then why wait? 
The Ohio river pours more water 
into the Mississippi river than any 
other one of its tributaries. A flood 
control , of the Ohio river would go 
far towards solving the problem of 
flood control along the Lower Mis- 
sissippi valley. It is the excessive 
flood waters that now give so much 
trouble and loss along the Mississip- 
pi. A relief from the Ohio's flow- 
would go far towards, if not quite 
relieve the excess. 

Of course the acuteness of loss in 
the flooded territory is felt by those 
within the area, but in a degree, it 
is a loss to the nation as a whole 
Any loss within a nation, let is be 
private or otherwise, is a loss to the 
economic progress of the country at 
large. But even if that be not true 
such a move from a humanitarian 
standpoint should meet with general 
approval and support. It, too, should 
receive general aid even from a sel- 
fish standpoint in that of the gen- 
eral welfare of all within the terri- 
tory because of the light and power 
made available. 

Such a move can not meet with 
consumption within one year, but 
would be a project of years, as it 
bears many phases in association 
The Mississippe valley people, un- 
less they stand in their own light 
should join in the move heart and 
soul. They should see it as a move 
towards a correction of the main 
source of their trouble by conserving 
the waters of the Ohio river valley. 
It seems the government should see 
the logic in stopping further ex- 
penditures along the Mississippi and 
apply the money towards controlling 
the main source of the cause.

An outstanding record of perform- ' 
ance of 54 pounds of butterfat per 
cow was accomplished by Kite and 
Purdy, Beech Grove Dairy Farm, ac- 1 
cording to David Colville, Assistant 
County Agent. 

There were 12 cows In the herd ) 
with' only 9 in lactation. Of these ' 
9 cows 4 averaged approximately 54 
pounds of butterfat last month on ! 
official test. 

This enviable record was made by 
rigid culling of cows and by a good 
feed and management program. A 
strict breeding program has been 
carried on for a number of years and 
only by feeding balanced rations 
consisting of grain and concentrates 
and a good quality clover hay were 
these results obtained. 

When to Locate Tobacco Seed 

The County Agent's office each 
year receives many requests where to 
locate various varieties of tobacco 
seed. Through cooperation of Prof 
E. J. Kinney of the college, the fol- 
lowing list of tobacco seed producers 
has been prepared. 

Many of the varieties of White 
Burley tobacco grown in Kentucky 
at the present time are of the stand- 
ing-up type. These varieties are all 
very similar in appearance and In i 
other characteristics. They all pro- 
duce about the same quality of leaf I 
Some of the varieties, as noted, have | 
considerable resistance to black root j 
rot, and the No. 5 and No. 16 White 
Burley produced by the Experiment 
Station are almost immune to black ' 
root rot.

Thirty-One Houses Swept Away 

From Sugar Creek to Warsaw 

On Kentucky Side of River 

A representative of the Advertiser 
made a trip down to Warsaw, Ky. 
Saturday, From Sugar Creek to 
Warsaw it was reported thirty -one 
structures, mostly residences, were 
carried away in the recent flood. But 
two houses remain on the river side 
of Federal Highway 42, between 
Sugar Creek and Stearmans Branch. 
One is a log house with concrete base 
and an old frame, sitting askew off ' 
foundation. The pretty lunch room ] 
and service station owned and oper- 
ated by Mrs. Clara Braoht, was 
completely obliterated with the ex- 
ception of the wreck of two gaso- 
line pumps. Not a vistage left but 
the foundation. It is stated when 
Mrs. Bracht purchased this stand 
she expended $3,500 in improvements 
and it was one of the most up-to- 
date lunch rooms on this highway 
She was prostrated when she viewed 
the wreck of her former home. It 
was not learned whether she would 
rebuild or not. 

At Rocky Branch, some distance 
below the pretty home built by L. W 
Moore, but now owned and occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Leslie Hon, was 
swept away. The concrete highway 
was badly damaged just east of 
Darling Beau's, when the concrete 
caved away for' a short distance but 
has since been repaired. The fill at 
Stearman's Branch was damaged by 
the ihight water, but this, too, has 
been repaired. 

In the lower section of Warsaw, 
bordering the Ohio, only three frame 
houses were left and they were twist- 
ed on their foundations. An old 
two-story brick on Main Cross st. 
the nearest to the river, was demol- 
ished. The two-story brick on the 
corner withstood the flood. The 
Argonne Hotel was submerged to the 
second floor. The slaughter house 
and stable, property of Louis Gutt- 
ing, meat merchant, were both swept 
away. Mr. Gutting said the slaugh- 
ter house was anchored, but the Hon 
house from Rocky Branch, in its 
downward course in the flood, struck 
it, carrying both the stable and 
slaughter house away. Mr. Gutting 
stated that his loss was the heaviest 
in Warsaw, as the buildings contain- 
ed equipment and feedstuff. 

Arrasmith's Filling Station at 
Sugar Creek was submerged and a 
number of buildings washed away. 
The water completely surrounded 
Warsaw, east, west and south sides 
The water on the Warsaw-Sparta 
highway reached from the old Gra- 
ves property to the Gip Beall farm 
but it did not get in the house on 
the property. In 1884 the water 
lacked 6 feet of covering the pike. 
A number of John boats were made 
at the furniture factory, equipped 
with oars to help the unfortunates 
in the flooded district in the lower 
end of town near the river.

When Harrison was elected presi- 
dent, years ago, the Republicans of 
the county being very much elated 
prepared for a big celebration of the 
event.

Emergency Feed Loans to 

Be Made to Boone fountains 

Emergency feed loans may be ob- 
tained by Boone county farmers 
through Rural Rehabilitation Divis- 
ion, if they are unable to secure 
local credit. 

Funds may be secured through 
Rural Rehabilitation Division, by 
flood stricken farmers or low in- 
come farmers to maintain livestock 
through this crisis, according to 
David Colville, Assistant County 
Agent. These loans are not avail- 
able, however, to farmers who can 
secure credit through local banks or 
other local agencies. 

W. O. Blackburn, Rural Rehabili- 
tation Supervisor, will be in Burl- 
ington, Tuesday and Friday morn- 
ing of each week to receive applica- 
tions for loans. Because of the time 
necessary to approve these applica- 
tions, those farmers in need are urg- 
ed to apply as soon as possible. 



Balanced Agriculture Recom- 
mended by County Leaders 

Boone County Community Pro- 
gram of Work Chairman and county 
project leaders recommended a bet- 
ter agricultural balance between pro- 
duction and soil improvement in the 
county through fewer acres of soil 
depleting crops and larger acreage 
of well managed pasture and legume 
crops. These recommendations were 
made in the second Annual County 
Agricultural planning meeting held 
at Burlington Courthouse on Tues- 
day of last week. 

W. L. Rouse, farm management 
research worker and AAA supervisor 
from the college, met with the lead- 
ers and let in the discussion on what 
long time agricultural farm organi- 
zation should be carried out to make 
most profitable and productive the 
agricultural resource of the county 
The importance of a long time soil 
improvement program is shown by 
the fact that during the past 100 
years cro pland of United States in 
excess of three times the total crop 
land area of Kentucky has been 
destroyed past redemption for pro- 
duction purposes. Detailed plans of 
the county planning program will be 
announced at a later date.

Mastitis Spreading 

According to recognized authori- 
ties, 52 per cent of all the cows in 
Germany have mastitis, about 40 
per cent of Great Britain's cows are 
infected, and 48 per cent, or nearly 
one out of every two cows in Amer- 
ica, are infected with this disease. 
Dairymen no longer consider masti- 
tis, or garget, a necessary evil, but 
are learning to diagnose the disease 
and are taking every precaution to 
prevent its spread. The organism 
which causes garget destroys the 
milk-producing tissue of the udder 
and lowers the average butterfat 
and milk production about 22 per 
cent. Considering that every other 
cow in the average dairy herd has 
garget, that 22 per cent loss in pro- 
duction from each infected cow 
means an 11 per cent loss on the 
herd as a whole. 



Cost of Keeping Horse 

A horse at medium work will re- 
quire about one pound of hay and 
one pound of grain for each 100 
pounds body weight. On this basis 
if figured on a 365-day feeding basis 
for a 1,200-pound horse with no 
allowance for pasture would require 
about three tons of hay and two and 
one-half tons of grain, such as equal 
parts com and oats. Some allow- 
ance is made for wastage for hay. 
With hay at $10 per ton and grain 
at $30 per ton the total year's feed 
cost would be $105.— Rural New- 
Yorker.

GRASSHOPPERS AS 
POULTRY MENACE 



Feared in 1937; Are Host 
for Three Parasites. 



By J. D. Mizelle, Parasitologist. College 
of Agriculture, University of Illi- 
nois. — WNU Service. 

Warnings of a possible heavy in- 
festation of grasshoppers in li:!7 
hold a menace to poultry flocks as 
well as to field crops. 

Grasshoppers have been found to 
be the intermediate host for at least 
three poultry parasites, chief of 
which are tapeworms and round 
worms. 

Poultry losses cost Illinois farm- 
ers approximately $4,0C0,00O annual- 
ly. And 20 per cent of the annual 
poultry mortality, as judged by au- 
topsy findings, is caused by tape- 
worms which spend a part of their 
life cycle in such intermediate hosts 
as grasshoppers, houscflies, stable- 
flies, dung beetles, ground beetles, 
earthworms, snails, slugs, ants and 
Crustacea. 

It has also been found that poul- 
try becomes infested with round- 
worm parasites by eating grass- 
hoppers, earthworms, cockroaches, 
snails, pill bugs, watertlcas and dung 
beetles. However, few parasites are 
able to develop directly without 
spending a part of their life within 
an intermediate host. 

While proper sanitary measures 
will not prevent the grasshopper 
menace, good poultry management 
will go far toward the control. of 
parasites with both direct and in- 
direct life histories. 

Poultry owners will find that it 
pays to have clean, well constructed 
houses and equipment, clean yards 
and ranges, clean, well balanced 
feed and water. It is also important 
to dispose of diseased fowls and 
see that houses, troughs and water- 
ing utensils are kept clean. These 
measures combined with any other 
steps that will destroy intermediate 
hosts or prevent their access to farm 
flocks will cut down the heavy an- 
nual poultry loss and raise egg and 
meat production. 



Poultryman Advises How 
to Treat Colds in Birds 

To get rid of colds that have 
started in a poultry flock tho first 
thing to do is to isolate all birds 
showing signs of a cold, states a 
North Carolina State college expert. 
As this trouble is usually caused 
by drafts and dampness together 
with poor ventilation, poor feeding, 
and overcrowding, the next thing 
is to look for and eliminate the 
cause. 

Check carefully on the feeding 
schedule and give the flock Epsom 
salts at the rate of one-half pound 
to each three gallons of water. 
Keep a good germicide in the drink- 
ing water while there is evidence 
of the trouble. The house and uten- 
sils should also be disinfected. 
Where the trouble is well established 
it is not economical to treat the in- 
dividuals and these should be de- 
stroyed. Where commercial sprays 
for colds are used the directions 
should be carefully followed. |

Echoes of the Flood 

Brashear-on-Ohio 
Gallatin Co., Ky., 
Feb. 8, 1937. 
The Walton Advertiser: 

For the benefit of people Who have 
lost their homes in this flood and 
wish to rebuild them I will give the 
history of reection of two buildings 
here opposite Patriot, Ind., which 
have withstood all floods. 

A one and a half story frame six- 
room residence was built about 55 
years ago. The foundation was 
made of stone and mortar, starting 
about two feet under ground and 
abou^ two feet above. At each cor- 
ner and about every six feet apart 
there was a 1-inch iron rod with a 
stirup at the bottom built in the 
foundation, the rod coming through 
a 6x8 fott sill far enough for a large 
washer and tap to be securely fas- 
tened on it. The house has a double 
brick chimney in center. It is built 
on a 53 foot flood line, on an exposed 
lot from the river and creek. It 
stood through the 1884 flood which 
reached the second row of shingles 
on the roof and has stood through 
all of the floods since. The past 
flood was about one foot or more 
over the top of the house. It was 
built by an honest carpenter of sec- 
ond hand material for frame work 
It has been occupied after each 
flood, after little repairs, and it will 
continue to be occupied after this 
flood. 

The other building, a frame, 20x40 
one story store building, I had built 
about 1888 with a two foot under- 
ground foundation and 3 feet above

Concerning Kentucky Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Law 



Issued February. 1937 by Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Commission, 
Robert E. Hatton, Executive 
Director 

1. Q. What is the purpose of the 
j unemployment compensation law: 

A. To build up a fund for the 
! payment of weekly cash benefits to 
j eligible unemployed workers, to sta- 
! bilize employment, and to stabilize 



j business by maintaining workers' 
purchasing power. 

2. Q. Who will make contribu- 
tions under the Kentucky law? 

A. Both employers and employees 
However, only the employers will 
contribute for 1936. 

3. Q. What does the employer 
contribute to the fund? 

A. .9% of his payrool in 1936 
1.8% of his payrool in 1937. 2.7% 
of his payrool in 1938. For the year 
1939 and thereafter a percentage of 
his payrool determined by the Com- 
mission in accordance with require- 
ments stated in the law and based 
on his actual experience in the pay- 
ment of contributions credited to 
his reserve account and with respect 
to benefits charged thereto. 

4. Q. What does the worker con- 
tribute? 

A. Nine-tenths of one percent of 
his wages for the calendar year of 
1937 and one percent of his wages 
thereafter subject to the provision 
of the law that in no case shall the 
rate of contributions required of 
any employee exceed fifty percen* 
of the total rate of contributions re- 
quired of his employer with respect 
to the same time. 

5. Q. Who will be held respon- 
sible for the peyment of contribu- 
tions? 

A. The employer. The employer 
is required to report and remit his 
own contributions, if any, and is also 
required to deduct the contributions 
of employees, if any, from their 
wages and remit the same to the 
Unemployment Compensation Com- 
mission. 

6. Q. May an employer deduct 
any part of his own contribution 
from the wages of his workers? 

A. No. 

7. Q. May a worker agree to pay 
any part of the employer's contri- 
bution? 

A. No, such an agreement is ill- 
egal and void. 

8. Q. What items are included in 
"wages" upon which contributions 
are based? 

A. "Wages" for purposes of the 
"Unemployment Compensation Law" 
includes all remuneration payable 
for personal services, including com- 
missions and bonuses and the cash 
value of all remuneration payable 
in any medium other than cash 
Gratuities customarily received by an 
individual in the course of his em- 
ployment from persons other than 
his employing unit shall be treated 
as wages payable by his employing 
unit. The reasonable cash value of 
remuneration payable in any medium 
other than cash, and the reasonable 
average amount of gratuities, shall 
be estimated and determined) in ac- 
cordance with rules prescribed by 
the Commission. Amounts paid tc 
traveling salesmen or other employ- 
ees as allowance or reimbursement 
for traveling or other expenses in- 
curred in the business of the em- 
ployer constitute wages only to the 
extent of the excess of such amounts 
over such expenses actually incur- 
red and accounted for toy the em- 
ployee. 

9. Q. What workers are protect- 
ed by the Unemployment Compen- 
sation Law? 

A. All individuals in the employ- 
ment of an employing unit which 
employs four or more individuals in 
each of twenty different weeks with- 
in either the current or preceedinr 
calendar year, except that for the 
calendar year 1936 only those indi- 
viduals employed by employers of 
eight or more individuals in em- 
ployment for some portion of each 
of twenty (20) days during the "year 
of 1936, each day being in a different 
calendar week. 

(a) Agricultural labor, domestic 
service in private homes, services 
performed as an officer or member 
of a crew of a vessel on navigable 
waters of the United States; govern- 
ment employees; non-profit oragn- 
izations, organized and operated ex- 
clusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational 
purposes are exempt. 

Ob) But employees of these em- 
ployers, not specifically subject to 
the law by reason of too few em- 
ployees, and not exempted in (a) 



above, may come under the Act if 
the employers voluntarily elect to 
provide unemployment compensa- 
tion .protection for their workers, 
and the commission approves such 
election. 

10. Q. Who is an "employer"? 

A. An "employer" is any employ- 
ing unit which in each of twenty 
different weeks within) either the 
current or the proceeding calendar 
year (whether or not such weeks are 
or were consecutive) has or had in 
his employment, four or more indi- 
viduals (not necessarily simultane- 
ously and irrespective of whether 
the same individuals are or were 
employed in each such week). 

11. Q. What is the Probationary 
Period? 

A. The Probationary Period if 
the beginning two (2) week .period 
of employment, during which time 
no deductions for employee contri- 
butions are to be made. However 
after the individual has passed Ml 
second week of employment for the 
same employer, he (the employer) 
shall deduct the amount for the first 
two weeks as well as for the third 
week.. 

Suppose A is working for B for 
$20.00 a week. B during the first two 
weeks will not make any deductions 
from A's wages. The third week he 
will make deductions for the first 
two weeks and also for the third 
The amount deducted will be $ .54 
($ .18 for the $20.00 receivedi for 
each week's employment). 

12. Q. (a) Under the Act, indi- 
viduals employed at non-manual 
labor and making more than $2,600 
a year or more than $50 a week are 
exempt from contributions. Suppose 
an individual is employed at non- 
manual labor and one week he re- 
ceives $45.00, the next week he makes 
$50.00; this irregularity * of salary 
continuing throughout the year. At 
the end thereof he has received ir 
excess of $2,600.00. Will he be liable 
for contribution and if so, to what 
extent? 

A. Yes, he is subject to the Act 
for those weeks in which he receives 
$50.00 or less. 

Assuming that he has passed his 
probationary period in the previous 
year, each week he receives $50.00 or 
less he will be required to contri- 
bute. Those weeks in which he 
makes in excess of $50.00 he will be 
exempt from contributions. If dur- 
ing twenty-five weeks of 1937 am 
individual makes $45.00 each week 
amounting to $1125.60, during the 
remaining twlenty-setan weeks of 
the year he makes 60.00 each week 
amounting to $1620.00, he receives 
then a total of $2745.00 per year. He 
will not be exempt because he made 
in excess of $2600.00, but will be re- 
quired to contribute $10.01 (.9 of 17r 
of the $1125.00). For those twenty- 
seven weeks in which he received 
$60.00 (amounting to 1620.00) he wil! 
be exempt from contributions. 

12. Q. (to) Suppose that the 
same facts as in (a) exists but over 
a period of a year, the individual 
does not receive a total of $2600.00 
Will he be required to contribute for 
the whole amount or will there 'be ir 
exception as to part? 

A. He will not be required to con- 
tribute on the whole amount, but 
will be exempt as to a part. On the 
amount received each week in ex- 
cess of $50.00 no contribution will be 
made tout as to those amounts re- 
ceived each week of $50.00 or less 
contributions will be required to be 
made. For example — A is working 
for B— During forty weeks of the 
year he makes $40.00 a week amount- 
ing to $1600.00, during the remain- 
ing twelve weeks of the year he 
makes $60.00 per week amounting tc 
$720.00; for the total year he makes 
$2320.00. This is less than the amount 
exempted under the Act. A is re- 
quired to contribute only on the 
$1600.00 rather than on the $2320.00 
The employee will not be required to 
con|ritoute from the $720.00, that 
amount received by making more 
than $50.00 a week. 

13. Q. If any employer is doubt- 
ful as to whether he is liable under 
the law, what should he do? 

A. Pay contributions in the same 
manner as an employer who knows 
he is liable, and make claim for ex- 
emption and refund at any time 
within' twelve months. 

14. Q. What is the relation be- 
tween the Federal Social Security 
Act and the Kentucky Unemploy- 
ment Act? 

■ A: Title IX of the Federal Social 
Security Act imposes a uniform tax 
on all employers of eight or more 
individuals, certain types of employ- 
ment toeing exempted. However 
since Kentucky has passed an Un- 
employment Compensation Law ap- 
proved by the Social Security Board 
of the United States, each such em- 
ployer may deduct from the Federal 
tax an amount not to exceed ninety 
percent thereof and not to exceed 
the amount of his contribution to 
the State unemployment fund. 

15. Q. What records may be re- 
quired of an employer under the 
Kentucky Act? 



A. The Unemployment Oompen- 
sation Commission may require any 
employer of one or more persons to 
furnish to it from time to time in- 
formation concerning the total a- 
mount of wages paid, total number 
of persons employed, the individual 
percord of each employee, and any 
other related matters which the 
the Commission deems necessary to 
the effective administration of the 
Act. 

16. Q. Will the reports of con- 
tributors be open to public inspec- 
tion? 

A. No. 

17. Q. If an employer sells his 
business, will his reserve account be 
returned bo him, or will it automat- 
ically be transferred to the new 
owner? 

A. In the event that an employer 
sells his business his reserve account 
if any, will be transferred to the new 
owner who takes the same subject tc 
all of its liabilities. 

18. Q. Who is eligible for un- 
employment benefits? 

A. Those unemployed persons 
who: 

(a) Have had at least twenty 
weeks of employment within the 
fifty-two consecutive weeks proceed- 
ing the close of his most recent week 
of employment; 

(to) Are available and mentally 
and physically able to work; 

(c) Are unemployed through nc 
fault of their own; 

(d) Have registered for work at 
the employment office at 6uch place 
and time and manner as the com- 
mission may prescribe; 

(c) Has been totally unemployed 
for a waiting period of at least three 
weeks prior to the week in which he 
claims benefits (such three weeks of 
total unemployment need not be 
consecutive, -but shall be accumulated 
over the period of twenty-six con- 
secutive weeks preceeding any week 
in which he claimed benefits). 

19. Q. Does the Unemployment 
Compensation Act fulfill any other 
purpose than receiving contributions 
and paying benefits? 

A. Yes. Great effort will be put 
forth by the Unemployment Com- 
mission and the Director, Kentucky 
State Employment Service, with the 
advice and aid of the Advisory 
Councils, in an endeavor to stabilize 
employment; to encourage and assist 
in the adoption of practical methods 
of vocational training, retaining and 
vocational guidance; to investigate 
recommend, advise and assist in the 
establishment and operation by mu- 
nicipalities, counties, school districts 
and the State, of reserves for public 
works to toe used in times of business 
depression andi unemployment; to 
promote the re-employment of un- 
employed workers throughout the 
State in every other way that may 
be feasible and to these ends to carry 
on and publish the results of inves 7 
tigation and research studios. 

20. Q. How large are the bene- 
fits? 

A. The benefit payable can. a- 
mount to fifty percent of the un- 
employed worker's former full time 
weekly wage; however, it cannot ex- 
ceed fifteen dollars per week and not 
less than five dollars per week, or 
three fourths of his former full time 
weekly wage, whichever is the lesser 

For example, A, B, C, and D are 
working for X. A makes $50.00 per 
week; B makes $7.00 per week; C 
makes $27.00 per week, and D makes 
$6.00 per week. They all become 
unemployed and each is atole tc 
qualify for benefits. A's weekly wage 
was $50.00, he will receive $15.00 as 
a benefit (he cannot receive 50% of 
his weekly wage as $15.00 is the lar- 
gest benefit payable under the Act.) ; 
B's weekly wage was $7.00, he will 
receive $5.00 as a weekly benefit (the 
least he can receive is $5.00 or % of 
uis weekly wage, which ever is the 
lesser, $5.00 is less than % of $7.00) ; 
C's weekly wage was $27.00, he will 
receive $13.50 for his weekly benefit 
(fifty percent of his weekly wage) 
D's weekly wage was $6.00, he will 
receive $4.50 for his weekly benefit 
(% of $6.00, this amount being the 
lesser of % and $5.00).

Considerable grade and drain work 
is listed on two projects in Johnson 
County. A medium type road If 
listed on the Pikeville- Williamson 
Highway, a distance of three miles 
in Pike County. The Ashland-Rus- 
sell road will receive two miles of 
high-type paving in June. 

Although the recent flood may 
hinder the Federal Aid projects m 
Western Kentucky it Is believed that 
it will go forward with but little 
delay. A high-type paving job of 
thirteen miles from the city limit* 
of Mayfleld to the MoCracken Co- 
unty line; the construction of seven 
miles of high-type paving from 
Nortonsville to the Muhlenberg Co- 
unty line and a low-type piece of. 
construction of two miles on the 
Maddsonville-Nortonsvllle rood are 
Hopkinsville projects. Livingston 
County will have a project covering 
the Paducah-Smithland road for 6.9 
miles. 

The main artery from Central 
Kentucky to Louisville will get fur- 
ther work from the 1937 Federal Aid 
program. A stretch of concrete from 
Louisville city limits, 6.5 miles out 
the Shelbyville road to join with the 
concrete paving in Middletown, will 
be let. Jefferson County also will 
get 6.6 miles of high-type paving 
from the Taylor monument to the 
Oldhom County line. 

The 1937 Federal Aid program in- 
cludes 47 projects, thirty-five of 
which are either construction or 
grade and drain and twelve ore for 
roadside improvements. These pro- 
jects are all on arterial highways 
and are in 35 counties.

figures and compiling notes, all of 
which will ultimately become the 
State's approved Federal Aid Pro- 
gram for 1938. The 1937 program, a 
$4,600,000 affair, half of Which is 
being furnished by the United State? 
Government, already is well under 
way with contracts being advertised 
and bids being received. 

The 1938 program, which will be 
larger than any of its predecessors 
will be made up of approximately 
fifty projects which will touch each 
section of the state. After arrang- 
ing the program it will be necessary 
to get its approval before submitt- 
ing it to the authorities for approval 
for Federal Aid. Besides the con- 
struction of highways, replacement 
of bridges, the program will also in- 
clude roadside improvement. 

Four projects, three of which are 
on the 1937 program and a fourth 
on the 1937 list, all approved but as 
yet have not been started, are listed 
as important from central Kentuc- 
ky. The lone 1936 project, which 
has not been let, is the Frankfort 
Bridge, a span leading from north 
to south Frankfort. Bids for this 
contract, which calls for an ex- 
penditure of $330,000, are now being 
received and will be opened in the 
Highway offices at Frankfort, Feb 
26th. 

The Lexington -Versailles road, 
from the Lexington city limits to 
the Woodford County line, a stretch 
of 7.4 miles, and its continuation 
from a Woodford County line to the 
Versailles city limit, 11.4 miles, all 
to 'be done in high type road will 
make up two major projects in cen- 
tral Kentucky.

Highway Grading 



Has Been Neglected As to Sur- 
facing Going On Three Years 
And a Howl Is Going Up 

Numerous complaints have been 
mode to the editors of the Advertiser 
About the neglect of the State High- 
way Department hi surfacing the 
Verona-Olencoe road, which has 
been graded now going on three 
years, and the citizens living along 
this highway have been making a 
howl as to its 'present impassible 
condition. They say if the road had 
been left as it was, it would be more 
servicable than it is at the present 
time. • 

Last fall gravel was spread on part 
of the road, beginning at the Glen- 
coe end and after spreading it for 
three or four miles, stopped, took the 
trucks and men to Carroll county tc 
do similar work. Now the citizens 
living on this road are wrathy. They 
say, while this river gravel helps 
somewhat, the Job of spreading it 
should have been finished instead of 
going to another county and spread- 
ing gravel on another road. 

School busses and milk trucks have 
to pass over this route— when pos- 
sible—and frequently farmers have 
to carry their milk product a mile tc 
make connection with the trucks. 

One of the farmers on this route 
tells us that an entirely new road ir 
Harrison county is in course of con- 
struction, and most of the people 
along this new route had not asked 
for it. And still it is said there is 
no money in the State Highway 
funds to complete the Verona-Olen- 
coe route. It appears there is s 
screw loose some place. 

The good citizens in Kenton co- 
unty, on Taylor Mill road, are also 
up-in-arms because that highway ir 
not completed. Work has begun 
and stopped according to their state- 
ment. 

Apparently this section of Ken- 
tucky has been neglected. We note 
that new highways in the western 
part of the state are being built in 
numerous localities and unfinished 
work completed. Why is it? i

Friday 2,284 Acres of Land For 

Reformatory of Young 

Criminals Selected 

Friday, a Commission to purchase 
a site for a new reformatory for 
young criminals, bought 2,884 acres 
of land in Oldham county, for the 
new building. The purchase price 
as announced by the Governor was 
$141,003, an average of $48.53 am' acre 
The tract is composed of 30 farms 
On the south it is bounded by the 
Louisville-LaGrange Highway, No. 22 
and the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road; on the east by Dawkins Road 
and Sue Bennett Lane, on the north 
by Harrod's Creek, and on the west 
by Cedar Point Road. 

On the site will be built immedi- 
ately, Governor Chandler announc- 
ed, a minimum strength prison tc 
house approximately 2,500 men, and 
cost from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 
Funds for the cost of the prison were 
appropriated by the 1936 Legislature 
and Governor Chandler said he ex- 
pected them to be augmented short- 
ly by a Federal allotment. 

The new prison farm, the Gover- 
nor declared, would be self-sustain- 
ing and would afford agricultural 
occupation for prisoners now idle 
Several hundred selected convicts 
now housed in a temporary prison 
camp will be sent to the new site 
next week to help clear it and erect 
temporary buildings. Contracts for 
actual construction of the new prison 
buildings will be awarded in the 
near future, the Governor said. * 

Taking the place of the aban- 
doned State Reformatory at Frank- 
fort, the new prison will be used pri- 
marily for youthful prisoners and 
first offenders. The more hardened 
type of eriminals, Governor Chand- 
ler said, will be kept at the ©tate 
Penitentiary at Eddyville, which is 
being remodeled.

Boxer, German Breed of 

Dog, Suggestive of Dane 

The boxer is purely a German 
breed of dog suggestive of a Great 
Dane and the English bulldog. Its 
origin, according to a writer in the 
Los Angeles Times, has many tales, 
but quoting from the official hand- 
book on the boxer published by the 
Boxer Club in Munich, Germany: 
"The Brabant bull-baiter is the di- 
rect sire of our boxer . . the 
Englishmen, who are geniuses as 
dog breeders, fastened on the gro- 
tesque and super-typical features of 
the small bull-baiter and so creat- 
ed the modern British bulldog. The 
more practical German did not 
want to sacrifice the usefulness of 
the bull-baiter to fantastic appear- 
ances . . . But soon bulldogs came 
from England and were crossed 
with our dogs. With them came the 
English word boxer. We then bred 
the English bulldog blood right out 
of the strain. It is misleading to 
associate the British bulldog with 
the boxer. The two breeds have a 
common ancestor— that is all"

FEED HIGH ; CULL 

POULTRY FLOCKS 

* 

Owners of Birds Urged to 
Keep Only Good Stock. 

By Hov S. Dearstvne. Head of Poultry 

Department. North Carolina State 

College. — WNU Service. 

The high price of feedstuffs is 
leading to a critical situation in the 
poultry industry. Sm;-11 flock owners 
are especially hard hit. 

But regardless of price, the poul- 
tryman cannot com promise with 
balanced feeding if ho hopes to 
maintain the quality of his flock. 

Very cheap nuishcs are usually 
low in digestibility and thus are 
costly in the lone; run. 

If you have inferior birds in your 
flock cull them out and spend your 
money only to feed the really good 
birds. If you cannot afford to feed 
all your birds well, keep only those 
you can afford to feed. 

If there has been a time during 
the past ten years when poultry- 
men had to cull very carefully, 
now is that time. 

To meet high feed prices, the aver- 
age production per bird in the flock 
must be increased, and this can be 
done by keeping only the highest 
producers. 

The lesson of this year should be 
sufficient to prove to all poultry- 
men that a better breeding program 
for the future is imperative. If more 
attention had been paid to breeding 
in the past poltrymen would not 
be so bothered by high prices now. 

And right now is the time to start 
breeding for the future. When mat- 
ing the breeding birds, place the 
males in the pens in time to adapt 
themselves to new conditions be- 
fore eggs are saved for hatching. 

Be sure that only vigorous, 
healthy, standard males of good type 
are placed in the breeding pens. 
There should be one male for every 
14 to 16 females of the American 
breeds.

Animals, Insects Carry- 
On at Their Own Trades 

Nearly all animals carry on a 
regular business and in their va- 
riety represent various trades 
among men, says an article in a 
newspaper more than seventy-four 
years old, and reprinted by the New 
York Sun. 

There are no better geometri- 
cians among men than bees. Their 
cells are so constructed that with 
the least quantity of material they 
have the largest sized spaces and 
the least possible interstices. The 
mole is a meteorologist. The bird 
called the ninekiller is an arithme- 
tician; also the crow, the wild tur- 
key, and other birds.

The black bear and heron are 
fishermen. The ants are day labor- 
ers. The monkey is a dandy and 
rope-dancer.

During the Flood 

The Pan-American, pride of L. & 
J>L -passenger— trains and nationally 
known radio star, was literally trans- 
formed into a combination hotel and 
hospital during the recent Ohio Val- 
ley flood, according to the March 
L. & N. Employes' Magazine. Halt- 
ed by the rising waters at Worth- 
ville, Ky., for 11 days, its cargo of 
passengers were housed and fed and 
"made as comfortable as in their 
own homes" by the train crew. One 
of the passengers developed the need 
for a surgical operation, whereupon 
the crew produced a surgeon and 
in alien surroundings the operation 
was successfully performed. 

This and other instances in which 
L. & N. employes rose to the occas- 
ion during the trying times of the 
flood, in -handling their jobs in the 
face of difficulty, hardship and dan- 
ger, and in aiding the work of rescue 
and relief are pridefully related by 
the railroad publication. For ins- 
tance, it mentions 6 girl telephone 
operators who remained at their 
switchboard on the 12th floor of the 
L. & N. office building at Louisville 
all through the flood, catching sleep 
when they could, and subsisting on 
food hoisted to them by rope; 
switchmen who waded and dived into 
water to throw switches, that cars 
of coal, food and other supplies 
might be placed at needed points; 
and other such cases.

Farm Notes 

H. R. FORKNER, County Agent 
Farmers Urged to Use Limestone 

Boone county farmers are urged to 
give the use of ground agricultural 
limestone important consideration in 
this 1937 farm plans. Agricultural 
| limestone has proven a most im- 
portant soil amendment for the 
growing of better grass and legume 
'crops on practically all Boone co- 
lunty farms. One good application 
| will last from ten to fifteen years or 
I longer and lime is thus a long time 
' investment. 

Lime may be secured today at the 
'cheapest rate in the history of the 
: county. Most farmers can hire rock 
piled on their farms at 75 cents to 
$1.00 per ton or even cheaper. 
Through the work of the Boone co- 
unty Soil Improvement Association 
this rock may be pulverized on the 
farm at a cost of 70 cents per ton 
with all labor and equipment in- 
cluded. The 1937 AC Program al- 
lows $1.50 per ton on the soil build- 
tag allowance when used at speci- 
ficied rates. This means most far- 
mers can make their lime clear with 
a cash profit for using same. 

Farmers muse be on the county 
planned route to have stone pulver- 
ized at the specified rate. Farmers 
who are interested are urged to not- 
ify the" County Office immediately 
as to the number of tons to be pul- 
verized. Tne County Office is anx- 
ious to render ever service to far- 
mers. 
T. V. A. Phosphate Available 

For Boone County Farmers 
T. V. A. phosphate has been made 
available to Boone County farmers 
cooperating in the 1937 AC Program. 
Farmers may secure and use T. V. A. 
43 '.'<? super phosphate for use on 
grass and legume crops at the same 
rate paid for in the program, putt- 
ing up no cash except freight and 
handling charges with the factory 
price deducted from the ACP bene- 
fits to be received next winter. 

The above means that farmers 
who apply at the County Office on 
official forms may have amounts of 
phosphate ordered according to their 
soil building allowance. No charge 
will be made for the fertilizer but 
handling and freight charges will be 
made when delivered. 

This offers a wonderful opportun- 
ity in that a saving of approximately 
sixty cents per hundred is made on 
the cost price and no cash is put 
up for the f. o. b. cost. All farmers 
interested in this valuable fertilizer 
to earn mora of their soil building 
allowance in 1937 should apply at 
the county office Immediately, 
Winter Spray Necessary 

To Control Scale 
Good days during February and 
March must be used to apply dor- 
mant sprays to control San Jose 
Scale on fruit trees, according tc 
David Colville, Asst. County Agent 
The fruit grower may use any of 
four sprays: liquid lime sulphur 
dry lime sulphur, manufactured oil 
emulsion or home made oil emulsion 
These syrays have all been found 
satisfactory at the University of 
Kentucky, if they are properly ap- 
plied. The liquid lime sulphur, one 
gallon to eight gallons of water ir 
less expensive than „the dry form 
Dry lime sulphur may be econom- 
ic a lly u se d 4f omy ft small amount of 
spraying is to be done. The rate if 
15 pounds of dry sulphur to 50 gal- 
lons of water. The monufactured 
oil emulsion may be bought ready 
for diultion with water according tc 
directions. 

Every effort should be made tc 
cover every part of the tree. It will 
take at least 8 to 10 gallons of spray 
soultion to cover a mature apple tree 
and 6 to 8 gallons for a mature peach 
tree. Less than this amount will 
often result in failure to control the 
scale. 

4-H Club Members To Receive 
Tobacco Seed at Wholesale Prices 
A supply of certified Improved 
White Burley No. 5 tobacco seed has 
been recently received at the Co- 
unty Agent's office for the conveni- 
ence of Boone County 4-H club boys 
and girls enrolled in the tobacco pro- 
ject. 

This tobacco is a root rqt resistant 
variety developed by the Kentucky 
experiment Station. 4-H Club mem- 
bers who want this seed can get it 
at wholesale price at the County 
Agent's Office. 

One teaspoonful, enough seed tc 
sow a 20 to 25 foot bed, will be 10c 
IVj teaspoonfulls, enough to sow a 
30 to 35 foot bed, will be 15 cents.

Unemployment Compens-j Piner Homemakers Meet 



ation Commission 

Frankfort, Ky., March 15.— Contri- 
butions to the State Unemployment 
Compensation Commission fund 
6tood at $2,051,720.45 on March 11 
V. E. Barnes, Executive Director of 
the Unemployment ' Compensation 
Division of the Department of In- 
dustrial Relations, announced to- 
day. This figure represents contri- 
butions paid by 2,797 employers on 
payrolls amounting to $225,471,826.45 
to 264,632 employees , who are now 
covered by the act. 

According to this figure each em- 
ployee received an average weekly 
wage of $16.38 for the calendar year 
1936. Total contributions reported 
according to Mr. Barnes, do not in- 
clude several large companies whc 
are holding up their contributions 
awaiting Judicial decision on the 
law's constitutionality. Neither does 
it include contributions from com- 
panies so affected by the flood that 
it was impossible to file their report 
by the deadline date. The Commis- 
siorf gave special dispensation to 
these companies. 

Mr. Barnes said that the office 
personnel will be in shape to handle 
collections on 1937 employer and 
employees' contributions which are 
due March 31st for the months of 
January and February of the pres- 
ent year and which will be due 
monthly thereafter.

Blames High Mortality for 
Loss to Poultrymen. 

Supplied by the New York State College 
of Agriculture.— WNU Service. 
Raising a pullet to the laying age 
of 20 weeks now costs $1.04, ac- 
cording to accounts kept by 38 poul- 
trymen in co-operation with the de- 
partment of farm management at 
Cornell university. This pays the 
way from a day-old chick to the 
laying age. > 

In reaching the laying age, the 
chick needs 12 pounds of grain and 
19 pounds of mash. About 46 per 
cent .of the total cost is for feed, 
14 per cent for labor, 25 per cent is 
the original cost of the chick; and 
the remainder for use of buildings, 
equipment, fuel, interest, and other 
costs. 

Poultrymen had a better year in 
1935 than in 1934, the economists 
say. The improvement was due 
mainly to better prices for eggs. 
Returns for each hour of labor 
averaged 48 cents and represent 
the best showing since 1930. 

It cost 27 cents to produce a doz- 
en eggs in 1935, or two cents a dozen 
less than in 1934. This reduction in 
cost, together with a four-cent im- 
provement in price, made possible 
an average profit of three cents a 
dozen. 

Production on these cost-account 
farms averaged 146 eggs to the 
hen, or about 44 more eggs than 
the average for the state. One- 
fourth of the birds died or were 
lost or stolen during the year. High 
mortality, say the economists, is 
one of the most important causes 
of failure in the poultry business. 



Size of Some Skulls 

The average man has about 1,4?0 
cubic centimeters of brains and 
woman's capacity is 1,250 to 1,300. 
Daniel Webster's skull measured 
close to 2.000; Bismark's, 1,965; the 
poet La Fontaine's, 1,950; Beetho- 
ven's 1,750, and Kant, the philoso- 
pher. 1,740. With one exception, 
these were the biggest heads, ever 
measured and all fell short of the 
skull of an Aleut, who is thought to 
have lived several hundred years 
ago. The exception was the skull of 
the Russian writer Turgeniev. which 
had a capacity of 2,030 cubic centi- 
meters, for No: t ranking: 



Yaks as Beasts of Burden 

In the highlands of Asia, more 
particularly in Tibet, the natives 
use yaks as beasts of burden. They 
are heavy, shaggy creatures, sure- 
footed but slow. In Kashmir they 
cross the yak with the native cow, 
and have produced an animal called 
the zoomb or zoi, which is a faster 
walker than the yak.

Sex of Baby Chicks Is 
Told by Their Markings 

A practical method of determining 
sex of baby chicks, although limited 
to Rhode Island Reds, has been de- 
veloped by poultry specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

In a study of more than 1,100 
Single-Comb Rhode Island Red 
Chicks, T. C. Byerly and J. P. Quinn 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
were able to tell the sex of 81 per 
cent correctly. Female chicks were 
marked with spots and stripes of 
black down on the head or back. 
Males lacked such markings. 

A total of 524 chicks had black 
markings. Of this number 444, or 
84.9 per cent, were females. Of the 
unmarked group 450, or 77.8 per 
cent, were males. Thus the poultry- 
men were able to distinguish the sex 
of 894 chicks, or 81.2 per cent, cor- 
rectly. A similar sexing study of 
6G3 chicks in a commercial flock 
of Single-Comb Rhode Island Reds 
showed the same general results. 
Sexing of chicks is comparatively 
recent in origin. Commercial poul- 
trymen, especially in the far West, 
have shown much interest in its 
development. The method used by 
many hatcheries was introduced by 
the Japanese, and has grown 
rapidly. 



Turkhens, Bare-Necks 

Turkhens are bare-necks — and 
bare-necks are a breed of poultry, 
not a cross between turkeys and 
chickens or the product of some 
mysterious combination; yet, per- 
haps, less is known generally about 
burp-necks than about any other 
poultry type, according to a poultry 
exp ert in the Los Angeles Times.

For Assistance 

Ask Aid of Red Cross In One 

of the 14 Hardest Hit 

States in Flood 

Red Cross rehabilitation forces 
marked striking advances in Ken- 
tucky last week, completing the reg- 
istration of practically all anticipat- 
ed applicants for assistance to a 
number in excess of 73,000 families 
in this, the hardest hit State in the 
flooded territory. 

Although the rehabilitation ma- 
chine only got into high gear a week 
ago, due to the large volume of em- 
j ergency needs which had to be met 
i first and to the fact that in some 
| sections of the State many families 
i have not, even yet, been able to re- 
j turn to their homes, Red Cross 
| workers have already given rehabili- 
| tation assistance to more than 1,500 
families in the State and closed 
i those cases. 

This help includes the replace- 
| ment of home furnishings damaged 
by the flood, repair and rebuilding 
of homes of owners who have not 
the resources to repair their homes 
Practically all of the 73,000 fam- 
ilies registered for rehabilitation as- 
sistance have already received somr 
form of emergency help from the 
Red Cross— Food, temporary shelter 
medical or nursery care, clothing or 
blankets. 

"This is only a beginning of Red 
Cross rehabilitation work in Ken- 
tucky," declared Richard F. Allen 
director of the organization's relief 
activities " in Kentucky, in a state- 
ment from the State office in Louis- 
ville. "In the past few weeks, ay 
the emergency phase of the disaster 
lessened and more and more fam- 
ilies were able to leave refugee cen- 
ters and get back to their homes, the 
Red' Cross has been working at top 
speed to set up the necessary per- 
sonnel in all counties to administer 
the rehabilitation job and to secure 
the registration of all families 
throughout the State who will need 
such assistance. 

"Now that this preliminary work 
is oompleted and the rehabilitation 
machinery has been put into high 
gear, the number of awards acted 
upon weekly by local committees in 
all flood affected counties of the 
State will greatly increase. 

"In addition to the comparitively 
small number of cases actually clos- 
ed to date, there are fifteen tc 
twenty times that number now in 
the process of investigation, which 
will soon be placed before local 
award committees for action and 
final closing. 

"Everything consistent with jus- 
tice and thoroughness is being do.no 
to speed rehabilitation cases to final 
settlement."

come Tax will get another jolt, but 
much lighter than the former. 

The state income tax, 2 per cent 
on incomes up to $3000, will be due 
on April 15th. 

Those persons who struggled to 
oanquer the Intricacies of the fed- 
eral tax also have another struggle 
ahead. According to Dr. James W 
Martin, commissioner of revenue, 
there are five principal differences 
Summarized) briefly: 
Who shall file a return: All per- 
sons whose net income is $1000 if 
single; $2500 if married. Kentucky 
citizens earning money in other 
states must pay. Citizens of othsr 
states earning money in Kentucky 
also must pay. 

The rate: Two per cent up tc 
$3000; 3 per cent between $3000 and 
$4000; 4 per cent between $4000 and 
$5000 and 5 per cent over $5000. 

Exemptions: $1000 for a single 
person; $2500 for married couples 
$400 for each dependent; taxes paid 
to state or nation, contributions, in- 
terests and any other deduction al- 
lowed by law. 

Corporate dividends: A distinc- 
tiite Kentucky provision, all cor- 
porate dividends must be included 
in the income. 

Incomes of state employes will be 
subject to tax. 

Personal exemptions under the 
state tax are deducted from the 
$3000 bracket if it is sufficient, Pro- 
fessor Martin explained, "and if no* 
from the $3000 to $4000 bracket, so 
that the amount of income subject 
to tax at 2 per cent will be that 
part of the $3000 bracket which fc 
left after deducting personal ex- 
emptions." 

"If the personal exemptions a- 
mount to more than $3000 there is 
no tax at the 2 per cent rate," he 
said, "but the tax at the 3 per cent 
rate applies to that part of the in- 
come up to $4000 wihoh is left after 
deduction of the personal exemp- 
tions."

Illicit Liquor Racket 
Back In Full Swing Again 

Big time bootleg rackets, tempor- 
arily thrown out of joint by chang- 
ing conditions following repeal are 
in high gear again, according to 
statements by beverage control of- 
ficials and executives of the liquor 
industry, compiled by the National 
Voice News Bureau. 

Estimates of the nation's consump- 
tion of bootleg liquor run as high 
as 50 percent of the total consumed 
according to anarticle in ttw Jan- 
uary issue of West Coast Brewer 
quoting Louis J. Gilbert, of the Cal- 
ifornia Distilled Spirits Institute. 

"From rather reliable soucres," 
says the Chicago Beverage Dealer 
liquor publication, "come estimates 
that approximately one-third of the 
liquor sold in the United States is 
still bootleg. On the other hand we 
are given to understand that there 
is very little attempt made to dis- 
pose of the illicit liquor direct tc 
the consumer. This can mean only 
that a goodly share of the goods 
sold through legally licensed pack-, 
aged outlets and served over the 
bars of legally licensed outlets is 
spurious." 

With the federal tax at $2," says 
George M. Stout, California liquor 
administrator, "and the state tax at 
80c a gallon, there is $2.80 in taxes 
per gallon on distilled spirits that 
the bootlegger dodges on a product 
that costs 25 c to .pro duce. .What 
outlaw would not be interested in 
1122 percent ad valorem regardless

Use of Sugar Cane 
Sugar cane, a coarse grass, is be- 
lieved to be a native of Asia or the 
East Indies. It was unknown in Eu- 
rope until the Middle Ages, when 
the Arabs introduced it into Sicily 
and Spain. Sugar cane was taken to 
Brazil about 1500, to Mexico a few 
years later, and is now cultivated in 
most warm countries. Two kinds of 
syrup are made from sugar cane. 
The first is the golden syrup left 
over from the manufacture of sugar. 
The second, such as a Mississippi 
plant will make, is merely the juice 
of the sugar cane boiled down, and 
is known as molasses.

Owen Sound, Ont.— The motor ship 
Hibou heeled suddenly and sank in 
Georgian bay drowning the captain, 
the stewardess and five seamen. 

Ten survivors reached shore on 
rafts which they paddled with their 
hands for half a mile to Squaw 
Point, about four miles north of 
Owen Sound. 

Captain Norman McKay, a vet- 
eran skipper of the Great Lakes, 
who was taking the Hibou on her 
last voyage of the year to Georgian 
bay and Manitoulin island points 
from this port, was on the bridge 
with the first mate, James Agriew, 
when the vessel listed suddenly at 
dawn. 

Both were thrown into icy water. 
The first mate reached a raft, but 
the captain was drowned. The stew- 
ardess, who was Iona Johnson, per- 
ished. 

The vessel, owned by the Domin- 
ion Transportation company of 
Owen Sound, was a remodeled tug- 
boat. She carried 150 tons of gen- 
eral merchandise. 

Drowned Below Deck. 

Survivors said the vessel listed, 
went over on her side and then 
plunged to the bottom. They be- 
lieved those who were drowned, 
save for Captain McKay, were 
caught below decks. Captain Mc- 
Kay stuck with his ship and went 
down with it, still standing on the 
bridge. 

Howard Allen, the second mate, 
who was on watch when the vessel 
began to go down and who was at 
the wheel, said the Hibou failed to 
respond to the wheel, lurched and 
then went over. 

"We had just come off the range 
lights i when Captain McKay said 
'port a little' and then 'starboard 
a little'," said Allen. "He Was on 
the bridge with me. But when I 
tried to bring her back she never 
came back. She did not answer the 
wheel, and the next thing we were 
in the water." 

Under heaps of blankets in the 
hospital, Duncan Smart, a deck- 
hand, told some of the story. 

"I was just going to bed, with two 
other deckhands, when things 
started to happen," he said. "I was 
dressed only in pants, underwear 
and a shirt and we went on deck 
and over the rail into the water, 
where we got onto the raft. 

"The thing I remember most was 
the sight of Captain McKay still 
standing on the bridge there until 
the end, lighting flares. We pad- 
dled the craft with our haads to 
land. I guess I must have passed 
out then when we reached shore, 
for the next thing I remember was 
waking up in the hospital with some 
one putting this nightshirt on me." 
Survivors Describe Sinking. 

There were four on the raft on 
which Smart climbed. The raft was 
made of planks with air drums un- 
derneath. 

"We were on the raft for almost 
two hours, and it was terribly cold 
out there," he added. 

Earl Carr, the second engineer, 
describing his experience, said there 
were five others on a raft with him. 

This, the second raft, was paddled 
a short distance in the dim light of 
dawn and then joined the other 
raft, the two making for the shore 
together." 

The men on both rafts paddled 
the heavy timbers with their hands 
through the freezing water with 
their naked feet exposed to the cold. 
Then the half-frozen, bedraggled 
survivors stumbled ashore. 

"She was over on her side when 
we left her," Carr said referring to 
the vessel. "She stayed on her side 
for quite a while after we got off. 
We couidnlLJiave taken any more 
on our raft if we had wanted to."

DAMP HOUSES ARE 
DISEASE BREEDERS 



Poultry Contracts Colds, 
Other Disorders. 



By H. H. Alp. Extension Poultryman, 
University of Illinois. — WNU Service. 

Just as humans have more colds 
and pneumonia during periods of 
damp weather, so damp poultry 
houses during winter months favor 
the development of roup, bronchitis 
and other respiratory diseases of 
chickens which affect the efficiency 
of poultry production. 

One of the most common causes of 
dampness in poultry houses is wet 
litter. Wet litter is in turn caused by 
too many birds in the house, floor 
mixture and leaky roofs. 

Birds are overcrowded in houses 
having less than four square feet 
of floor space to each fowl. Unless 
a poultry house is equipped with 
mechanical ventilation, and few of 
them are, crowded pens will soon 
become damp. 

Cement floors which have no sub- 
floor of gravel, crushed stone or 
similar material will usually sweat 
sufficiently to make wet litter a 
problem. In some houses spillage 
from water pails and poor surface 
drainage are factors along with 
leaky roofs. 

In addition to these causes the 
poultry flock itself voids and ex- 
hales enough moisture to be a fac- 
tor in the problem. If dropping 
boards are left uncleaned for 
two weeks, experiments have shown 
that for each 100 birds there would 
be approximately three to four bar- 
rels of water left in the house during 
this period. 

While it is impossible to keep 
poultry houses absolutely dry, flock 
owners can help by cleaning off the 
dropping boards at least every other 
day. Frequent changing of the litter 
is another chore generally justified 
by the results obtained in more 
efficient production. 

Keeping windows open to provide 
fresh air aids in keeping down damp- 
ness, and artificial heat is needed 
in many instances. Many poultry- 
men have found that heat from 
brooder stoves has helped in houses 
where colds and roup have been 
troublesome. 



Good Management Brings 
More Eggs, Expert Says 

During the winter hens cannot 
keep up a high egg production un- 
less they are properly managed, 
according to C. F. Parrish, exten- 
sion poultryman at North Carolina 
State college. Feeding, he points 
out, is perhaps the most important 
item. No hen can be expected to 
do her best unless fed the proper 
grains, mashes, and green feeds. 

Then the poultryman must pay 
strict attention to the housing prob- 
lem. Poorly constructed and drafty 
houses are not conducive to high 
egg production. The houses must 
be comfortable or the birds will suf- 
fer and a consequent decline in the 
number of eggs will be noted. 

Inferior birds should be culled 
from the flock. These poor produc- 
ers, if allowed to remain, will bring 
the average of the flock down 
sharply. 



Roosts, Dropping Boards 

Dropping boards usually placed 
about 28 inches from the floor for a 
low ceiling and from 30 to 36 inches 
where the ceiling is 6 1-2 feet or 
more above the floor, should be 
about 10 inches wider than the 
roosts and be made of matched 
flooring running from front to back 
and with nv. its well clinched so they 
can easily be cleaned. Roosts 
should be put from 6 to 8 inches 
above the dropping boards and all 
on the same level to prevent the 
fowls from fighting to get on the 
highest one. Roosts should be 
spaced about two inches apart for 
small breeds and 13 inches for 
large ones, while the space allow- 
ance on roosts should vary from 
7 to 10 inches for different breeds. 
Scantlings 2 by 2 or 2 by 4, and 
with the upper sides planed smooth 
and rounded, are satisfactory for 
perches. 



Protect the Poultry House 

If the poultry house is badly ex- 
posed to north winds, banking it 
with a wall of straw or corn fodder 
will give added protection even if it 
is insulated inside. If lack of time, 
inclination, money, or uncertain 
tenure makes inside insulation out 
of the question, remarkably ef- 
fective results may be obtained 
through the use of liberal quantities 
of corn fodder or stray packed to 
the eaves and kept in place by 
boards or fencing, — Wallace's Farm- 
er. 



Balanced Egg Mash Ration 

Soybean oil meal, costing approx* 
imately one-third less than meat 
scrap, may successfully replace 
part of the meat scrap in a 
balanced egg mash ration, says 
H. ,H. Alp, extension poultry- 
man, college of agriculture. Uni- 
versity of Illinois. A possible pro- 
tein combination to be used with 
40J pounds of mash might be made 
up uf meat scrap 50 pounds, soy- 
bean oil meal 50 pounds, steamed 
bone meal 10 pounds, ground limo 
stone S pounds, and salt 5 pounds

WITH the many novel timbale 
Irons available these days, you 
can give a deal of originality to your 
daily menus — and add much to their 
appeal. Timbales are made so easily; 
and there are so many fascinating 
recipes to put into them.

TIMBALE CASES* 

%. cup flour ^BJinmilk. 

% teaspoon salt 1 egg 
1 teaspoon sugar 1 tablespoon 

olive' oil 
Mix and sift the flour, salt and 
sugar. Add the milk gradually and 
the slightly beaten egg. stirring con- 
stantly. Add oil and mix well. Strain 
through a fine sieve into a small deep 
bowl. Let stand in refrigerator or 
cool place for an hour or overnight 
If possible to remove air and prevent 
bubbles. Heat the timbale Iron In 
the tat until the thermometer regis- 
ters 370 "F. Remove from the fat, 
and cool slightly.

Remove from iron and invert 
to drain on unglazed paper. This 
amount makes from 20 to 30 cases.

Winter Cold Waves Strike Us 
to Be Determined. 

Aviators soaring twice daily into 
the chill depths of the upper at- 
mosphere this winter will secure 
data which Government meteorolo- 
gists hope will shed light on some of 
the most perplexing problems of 
winter weather prediction. 

The program will continue t o 
March at specially equipped stations 
at Fairbanks, Alaska, and Fargo, 
N. Dak. At Fairbanks, airplanes 
operating under contract with the 
Government, will carry aeromet- 
eurgraphs — instruments that auto- 
matically record temperature, hu- 
midity and pressure in the air 
through which they pass— approxi- 
mately 3 miles above the earth- 
twice a day. The object is to obtain 
a clear idea of the. structure of polar 
continental air whicl. cools the 
United States.

Why So Many Shark Teeth 
Are Found Along Shores 

The mouth, situated beneath the 
head, the nose projecting' well be- 
yond it, gives to the shark the 
familiar, disagreeable "overshot" 
expression. The mouth is of enor- 
mous size and is sometimes sup- 
plied with as many as seven visible, 
parallel, curved rows of teeth, 
writes Col. Hugh D. Wise in Natural 
History. 

Only the front two or three of 
these rows are functional, those in 
the rear being in successive stages 
of development and inclination 
backward while still more rows 
have not made their appearance. 
The teeth are not set in the bone 
of the jaw but grow from the hard- 
ened skin of the mouth. As this 
skin grows forward the teeth devel- 
op and rise to vertical position and 
the rows are successively shed over 
the front edge of the mouth. 

The fish is thus constantly pro- 
vided with new dentition and this 
explains why so many shark teeth 
are found on the shore and why 
fossil teeth are so abundant. 



Why Breaking Bulbs Pop 

If the filament in electric light 
bulbs were made red hot in air it 
would oxidize and burn up. There- 
fore the bulb must be a vacuum 
or it must be filled with a gas in 
which there is no oxygen. The air 
is pumped out of ordinary electric 
light bulbs until nearly a vacuum 
is produced. When such a bulb is 
suddenly broken a popping sound 
is often produced by the air rushing 
into the vacuum. The filament 
burns up the instant air is admitted 
into a light bulb. Some electric 
bulbs are filled with nitrogen and 
they do not pop when broken be- 
cause the pressure inside tends to 
equalize that outside.

May Reach 40,000 Lives In '37 

When in the boom year of 1929 
the traffic death toll, reached' the new 
and awful high of 30,000 deaths, the 
nation was shocked — but not suffici- 
ently. Now, with business indices 
rising steadily, we seem to be em- 
barking on a new boom year in acci- 
dents. And there is a danger that 
traffic deaths in 1937 will reach the 
40,000 mark. 

Where will this cavalcade of death 
halt? When will we turn it back? 
Surely the American people are ade- 
quate to cope with this social em- 
ergency. Here we have the auto- 
mobile, endowing us with the mani- 
fold blessings of a motor age. Why 
don't we control It, and retain the 
blessings, rather than ddssipate them 
in death, injury and destruction? 

The great irony is that while some 
people shrug their shoulders, or 
shudder and say, "Nothing can be 
done about it," others are doing 
something about it, and doing it 
very well. It is a matter of record 
that the cities and towns which are 
pursuing positive, planned and per- 
manent policies of routing out the 
fundamental causes of their traffic 
accident problems, are reducing ac- 
cidents and chopping away conges- 
tion. It is a matter of record that 
despite the unprecedented number 
of deaths in 1936. nineteen state? 
reduced their traffic fatality records 
on an average of 7 per cent. All but 
two of these states carried out pos- 
itive traffic control programs. Ves 
it can be done! 

Traffic control is not yet an exact 
science. But authorities agree that 
far more is known about it than is 
being applied by the average com- 
munity. We need not kill 40,000 
men, women and children this year 
if we determine not to, and if we 
put the goal of halting the caval- 
cade of death on the list of things 
to be done NOW!— Industrial News 
Bureau.

FIRE IS COSTLY 

TO THE FARMER 

Fire and water— usually considered 
as far apart as the poles — can be 
teammates of destruction in the 
erosion of farm lands, according tc 
William M. Adams, superintendent 
of CCC camp SCS-5-Ky., near Wal- 
ton. The camp is operating a dem- 
onstration area of erosion control 
methods recommended by the Soil 
Conservation Service. 

An innocent-looking brush fire 
fanned by high March winds, can 
sweep across fields and woods. Such 
an uncontrolled fire destroyes vega- 
tation and woods litter that protect 
the land, and paves the way for run. 
off water from spring rains to carry 
off fertile topsoil. 

Burning any kind of dead vegeta- 
tion is an invitation to erosion, Supt 
Adams said. If weeds and dead grass 
are turned under they add humus tc 
the topsoil and make it more porous 
which aids absorption of water intc 
the soil. 

"Forest fires often destroy valu- 
able timber, but even if the larger 
trees are not killed they are frequ- 
ently retarded in growth and dam- 
aged to the extent that insects and 
disease readily attack them," accord- 
ing to Supt. Adams. "Fire destroys 
young trees and seed." 

From the standpoint of erosion 
control, the greatest damage to 
woods is the destruction of the cover 
of leaves, decayed branches and 
other litter always found on the 
ground under a good stand of trees. 
This protective covering absorbs 
water like a sponge, maintains soil 
porosity, and prevents runoff water 
from damaging cultivated areas be- 
low."

Farm Notes 

B. R. FORKNER, County Agent 
Lime Pulver Begins Work 

R. W. Auton, lime pulveriaer oper- 
ator, began crushing agricultural 
limestone recently on the farm of 
Emmltt Elliott of near Idlewlld, 
where he will pulverize approxi- 
mately 200 tons of lime. Mr. Auton 
has been crushing stone the past 
two years in Boone County Soil Im- 
provement Association program and 
his services have been highly sat- 
sifactory. 

A large number of Boone County 
farmers have listed stone to be 
crushed at the County Agent's Office 
at Burlington. Use of agricultural 
limestone has not only proven a 
profitable farm practice but one of 
ti>e best ways to earn payments on 
the ACP Soil Building Allowance. 
Limestone will be pulverized this 
spring for 70 cents per ton with all 
labor furnished and 80 cents per 
ton this fall. A payment of $1.50 per 
ton is made to farmers under the 
ACP Program. 

Farmers are urged to act immed- 
iately in getting their stone listed at 
the County Office for pulverizing, as 
limestone should be ready for use 
when opportunity comes for spread- 
ing. Approximately 60 tons will be 
crushed per day and ance a com- 
munity has been served by the pulver 
It Is often some time before the op- 
erator will return to that commun- 
ity as a minimum of back tracking 
is necessary in order to secure the 
cheapest possible rate of crushing. 
ACP Committees Adjust Bases 
Community and County ACP 
Committee met at Burlington recent- 
ly to adjust the 1937 tobacco, general 
soil depleting crops and soil conserv- 
ing crop base. 

The soil conserving crop base Is a 
new feature of the program which 
rates the allowance of $1.00 per acre 
for each acre In the base but causes 
a deduction of $3.00 per acre In pay- 
ments If the base is not reached. 
Crops qualifying In the soil conserv- 
ing base are grass or legume crops 
on crop land (crop land means any 
land from which one or more crops 
of hay, corn, tobacco or any other 
crops have been harvested) which 
has been harvested since January 1 
1930 or the past seven years. 

Both the county and community 
committee have worked diligently in 
the task to adjust bases fair and 
equitably between individual farms. 
The committeemen, however, are 
human and to equalize three separ- 
ate bases between 1534 Individual 
farms in the county is almost a hu- 
man impossibility. However, those 
who have had a chance to observe 
the committee the past week will 
certify that there has never been a 
group of committeemen as a whole 
who have given their time and abil- 
ity In a more honest, faithful and 
sincere manner than the ones who 
have just completed their work.

Employee's applications for ac- 
count numbers - Form SS-5 - are 
available upon request at local post 
offices, at field offices of the Social 
Security Board, and at the office of 
the Board in Washington. They may 
be returned to the local post office* 
through the employer, through a 
labor organization, or by mail or per- 
sonal delivery. 

I § § 

To qualify for a monthly retire- 
ment benefits program of the Social 
Security Board, a worker must be 
65 years of age, he must have been 
employed in an included indrustry 
at least one day in five different cal- 
endar years after December 31st, 
1936, and his total wages from this 
covered employment must be not 
less than $2,000. 

§ § § 

The old-age benefits program 
of the Social Security Board is dir- 
ected toward three primary object- 
ives: (1) payment of benefits to qual- 
ified persons as a matter of right 
rather than on the basis of need; 

(2) budgeting of the cost of old-age 
annuties to millions of persons ac- 
cording to an orderly plan which 
will effect a wise distrubition be- 
tween present and future payments; 

(3) provisions of larger and more 
stable incomes in old age for many 
individuals who have had little e- 
conomic security in the past.

235 Farmers Attend 

Community ACP Meetings 

Two hundred and thirty five far- 
mers attended a series of six com- 
munity ACP meetings held the past 
week to explain the 1937 soil build- 
ing allowance payments. 

Farmers are showing much inter- 
est in earning a larger percent of 
the 1937 allowance for sowing of 
grass and legume seeds and use of 
lime and phosphate for growing bet- 
ter pasture and hay crops. Indi- 
cations are farmers will earn be- 
tween 9*0 and 100 percent of the 1937 
allowance compared with 41 percent 
of (he 1936 allowance. 

To date farmers have ordered

AN INTERESTING OLD 
j CINCINNATI ENQUIER 

Gives An Account of Death of 

President Harrison and 

Other Features 

Through the kindness of C. S 
Tandy, Sparta, Ky., the Advertiser 
is in receipt of an interesting letter, 
giving account of the passing of 
General "Tippacanoe" Harrison, the 
President of the United States, at 
Washington, D. C, April 1, 1841. The 
account is given in the issue of the 
Enquirer of April 10, 1841. The pres- 
ident died in the White House in the 
morning of the above date and re- 
quested that his remains be interred 
on the summit of a high hill over- 
looking North Bend, O., and the 
beautiful Ohio river. His cabine' 
was composed of the following: 
Secretary of State, Daniel Webster; 
secretary of Treasury, Thomas Ew- 
:ng; Secretary of War, John Bell; 
Attorney General, J. J. Crittenden: 
Postmaster General, Francis Gran- 
ger. 

The following are prices of pro- 
duce that prevailed at that time: 
Flour, City Mills, $3.50 by canal 
$3.31 per bbl.; whisky, by boat, $1.64 
per gal.; wheat, bushel, 56 and 62 
cents; corn on ear, bushel, 18 and 25 
cents; hogs, 100 pound net, $3.50; 
oats, per bushel, 16 and 20 cents; 
tobacco, 8 and 11 cents per lb. 

The Ohio river at that time was 
the only means of transportation 
and at that time the river stage was 
20 feet in channel by Louisville 
marks. 

At this period no envelopes were 
made and all letters were sealed 
with wax wafers and the cost of 
each letter was 5 cents postage from 
Ghent to Morganfleld, Ky.

SOIL CONSERVATION 
BY WALTON CCC CAMP 

Grazed farm woodlands are gen- 
erally an invitation to soil erosion, 
according to Superintendent Darnell 
of CCC Camp SCS-5-Ky., Walton, 
Ky., who warned Boone county far- 
mers against this common practice. 
Because grazing in woodlands 
destroys natural tree reproduction 
and tends to remove the forest litter 
which is such an effective erosion 
control measure, the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service recommends fenclfcg of 
livestock from woodlands. 

A three year study at Purdue Uni- 
versity agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Supt. Darnell reports, indicates 
tnat the actual forage production in 
farm woods was not sufficient to 
maintain animal weights over a six- 
month season. Furthermore, these 
studies indicated that the timber- 
producing capacity of farm woods is 
gradually destroyed through re- 
peated browsing. 

Turning from these studies of the 
forage value of farm woodlands 
Supt. Darnell pointed to other ex- 
periments which show that, on soils 
that were alike, the runoff from a 
pastured woodland plot on a 38 per- 
cent slope was 12 percent, while the 
runoff from an unpastured oak 
woodland on a 42 percent slope was 
only two-tenths of one percent. 

Farmers who have woodlands were 
advised by Supt. Darnell to get in 
touch with the local county agent 
the state extension forester, or the 
nearest Soil Conservation Service 
area, for further infonnaton a'oout 
the measures which are recommend- 
ed to meet the problems encounter- 
ed in fencing livestock out of farm 
woodlands.

soil erosion on lands too steep for 

! cultivation, plant trees. That's the 

advice of Ward T. Darnell, super- 

j tntendent of the Walton CCC camp 

I in the Soil Conservation Service 

j Farmers c:opera:ing with the Soil 

I Conservation Service camp plar.ted 

1282 acres of steep land and gullies 

to trees during the planting season 

just ended. 

Black locust and white ash, the 
principal species used, were sup- 
plemented with tulip poplar, red oak 
Shagbark hickory, and several species 
of pire. Although control of erosion 
is the main purpose of these plant- 
ings, Mr. Darnell explained, the black 
locust will provide valuable fence- 
past material alter a period of years 
Other species will furnish a continu- 
ing supply of fuel and farm lumber 
under proper woodiland management 
On small, scattered areas unsuit- 
able for cultivation, shrubs, vines, 
and other plants are being planted 
to serve the double purpose of con- 
trolling erosion and providing food 
and cover for wildlife. Mr. Darnell 
said that such woodland and wild- 
life plantings afford a good illustra- 
tion of how, through proper land 
use, erosion can be contralled and a 
more balanced farm program at- 
tained by making each acre serve 
the purpose for which it is bes 
adapted.

Medical Reserve Officers and con- 
tract physicians assigned to OOC 
duty, according to William E. Weg- 
horst, Captain, QM-Res., Command- 
ing Co. 3541, OOC, at Camp SCS-5, 
located near Walton, Ky. 

Common colds are the chief cause 
of illness in the CCC, he says, there- 
fore every precaution is taken to air 
bedding and/ keep barracks properly 
heated and ventilated.

A SPLENDID ACHIEVEMENT 

During the pastorate of Rev. C. J 
Alfordi at the Walton Baptist church 
which covers a period of six months 
the membership has been increased 



and consumed by flames, Thursday 
evening, shortly after 6 o'clock, when 
attempting to ' make a mooring at 
Lakehurst, New Jersey, and the big 
-hip fell from a distance of about 
150 feet in the air to a crumbling 
mass on the sandy ground below 
sending about 35 of her crew and 
passengers to a horrible death. 
It was 6:23 o'clock. 
Then came the teriffic explosion 
and brilliant red flames suddenly 
splashed out toward the stern and 
the rudder that bore the red-and- 
black Nazi swastika. The detona- 
tion tore the ship in half as if it 
were made of paper. The tail drop- 
ped earthward. The blunt nose 
bobbed up, hung a moment in the 
air and then crumbled toward the 
field, flames running along its sides 
and its fabric flaking off in big 
chunks. 

Passengers and men of the crew 
were hurled through the silvered 
walls of the Hindenberg to the sandy 
loam below. The crowd receded in 
a panicy surge to the shouts of "run 
for your lives." Navy men dashed 
into the flaming debris to make 
rescues. 

Collapsing in a tangled mass of 
girders and aluminum beams, the 
ship was torn by a series of addi- 
tional explosions, lesser in force 
than the first shattering blast. And 
the flames roared up in a red and 
yellow wall to envelop the ship that 
had seemed so durable and safe a 
few short minutes before. 

The flames burned well into the 
night, despite the efforts of fire de- 
partments to quench them. 

Hours after the first terrific ex- 
plosion, the ship was still licked by 
flames and its red-hot rings and 
girders glowed in the dark. 

An explosion of the No. 2 gas cell 
toward the stern of the ship war 
named as the cause of the disaster 
by Gill Robb Wilson, State Avia 
tion Commissioner, <who called the 
blast "strange."

Cut-Worm Control 

Poison bait is recommended to be 
used for Cutworms: ,., 

Dry Bran 25 lbs 

White Arsenic or Paris Green, 1 lb 

Sirup or Molasses 2 qts 

Water 15 to 20 qts 

Rind of lemon or orange chopped 
and added to the mixture. 

1. Thoroughly mix the poison and 
bran. Each particle of bran must 
carry poison to get a good kill. Wher 
making small quantities the 'bait 
."an be mixed in a bucket with a 
paddle, adding the poison slowly anr" 
birring the bran at the same time 

2. Mix the sirup and water. 

3. Add the water and sirup sol- 
ution to the mixture of bran and 
poison, stirring all the time. Large 
quantities of water will wash the 
poison from the bran and cause an 
uneven mixture. 

CAUTION— Add only enough liq- 
uid to make a crumbly mass. It If 

: g:od plan to set aside a little of 
:he mixture of dry bran and poison 
-;o that if too much water has been 
.ised this dry reserve can be added 

o bring the mixiuer to the proper 
consistency. 

4. If the attack of the worms 
: ikes place after transplanting, then 
the poison bait should be scattered 
near the base of the plants. 

IMPORTANT— 

This bait is poison and should not 
be scattered where chickens can 
reach it. 

The bait should be scattered along 
the infested area in the late after- 
noon an hour or two before sundown 
where the insects are feeding heavily 
POILTRY POINTERS FOR MAY 
C. E. Harris 

1. Treat the flock for lice. Dust 
or dip each bird with sodium fluoride 
or use nicotine sulfate on the roost 
poles just before roosting time. 

2. If the dip method is used sel- 
ect a warm day and do the dipping 
early in the morning. Use one lb 
of sodium fluoride to 10 gallons of 
warm water. 

3. Sodium fluoride may be dusted 
on each fowl. 

4. If nicotine sulfate is used 1* 
-v.ould be applied to the roost poles 
just before roosting time. Repeat 
this treatment twice at intervals of 
7 to 10 days. Go to the laying house 
after dark on the day treatment is 
given to see that all birds are on the 
roost. 

5. Clean the house removing lit- 
ter and nesting material and spray 
for mites being careful to get the 
crank case drainings or cresol (5^ 
'olution) into all cracks and crev- 
ices. Mites do not stay on the birds 
but breed in dark crevices in the 
house. 



Produce Quality Eggs 

1. Sell animates when the breed- 
ing season is, over and male birds 
are no longer needed. 

2. Provide enough nests so that 
crowding will not cause eggs to be 
broken. 

3. Keep plenty of clean nesting 
material in the nests. 

4. Confine the layers on rainy- 
days. 

5. Gather eggs twice daily in e 
wire basket. 

6. Case eggs eaoh night little end 
down. 

7. Keep eggs in a cool place (40 
to 60 degrees F. if possible). 

8. Sell eggs twice a week. 

9. Feed a balanced ration.

Record Use of Lime and Phosphate 

In Boone County This Year 

Boone County farmers are setting 

a record for the use of lime and I 

i 

phosphate for growing better grass : 
and legume crops for this spring. 
During April 750 tons of agricultural 
limestone and 330,000 pounds of T. 
V. A. superphosphate were secured 
for use on soil building crops. Sev- 
eral tons of additional phosphate 
were .purchased from commercial 
concerns. 

Lime and phosphate have proven 
the most effective soil treatment 
ammendments in growing of blue j 
grass, timothy, orchard grass, red I 
clover, alsike clover, Korean, alfalfa I 
sweet clover and other grass and 
legume crops. All field crops includ- 
ing corn, wheat, etc. have shown 
increased yield" following 'this soil 
treatment. 

Lime and phosphate because of the 
large amount used and the coopera- 
tion of the Boone County Soil Im- 
provement Association program, may 
now be secured, at some of the low- 
est rates in history. Many leading 
truck owners will now deliver good 
limestone rock to almost any farm 
in the county at a cost of around $1 
to $1.25 per ton. This stone may be 
pulverized into agricultural lime- 
stone for 70 cents per ton this spring 
or 80 cents per ton this fall, making 
a gross cost of from $1.70 to $2.00 
per ton for agricultural limestone on 
the farm. 

Forty- three percent phosphate for 
soil building crops may be secured 
from the T. V. A. up to 60' 16 or 75'; 
of the ACP allowance at $32.25 per 
ton plus freight and handling charge 
The freight and handling charge of 
approximately $5.30 is all the cash 
required, the original cost being de- 
ducted from the ACP allowance with 
the farmers given chedit at the same 
rate in ACP payments. 

Farmers interested in securing 
agricultural limestone or T. V. A 
phosphate and are unable to secure 
it locally are urged to notify the 
County Agent's Office, Burlington.

The Boone County Wool Pool will 
offer the county wool clip of ap- 
proximately 50,000 pounds for sale 
on Tuesday, June 8th, according to 
H. E. White, president, and Lillard 
Scott, secretary. All wool to be sold 
through the pool must be listed with 
either the precinct committeeman or 
secretary not later than Thursday 
May 27th to be included in the pool 
sale. 

Growers met at the Courthouse in 
Burlington on Courtday, Monday- 
May 3rd to set the date for the sale 
and complete plans for the sign up 
Most optimistic growers expressed 
hopes of 50 cents per pound or bet- 
ter this year which will be the high- 
est price in many years. They re- 
ported, wool, this year, of excellent 
quality as sheep came through the 
winter in splendid shape. Commit- 
teemen present reported an approx- 
imate 100'; sign up in their com- 
munity,. 

Boone County wool nearly always 
brings a decided premium over the 
regular market price because of the 
excellent quality produced and the 
careful way growers handle then-

The following 
suggestions are offered growers de- 
sirous of producing the best quality 
of wool: 

1. Pick burs, tags and trash out 
of wool at shearing time. 

2. Use only paper strings to tie 
fleeces with. Hemp binder twine 
gets mixed in with the wool and 

I lowers its value. 

3. Shear only when wool is day. 

4. Keep grey, black and dead 
fleeces separated. The price of these 
wools seldom runs more than Ave 
cents per pound less than the clear 
wool. 

5. List your wool immediately 
with your committeeman. A list of 
your committeemen are as follows:

Postal Rates h 

The Early Days 

During the pioneer postal days 

letters had to be written on a single 
sheet :f paper, if carried between 
Cincinnati and New Orleans for 25c 

The freight on a barrel of flour 
was less. 

Under congressional acts in 1826 
.'.nd 1827 for a single letter composed 
of one sheet of paper, the postage 
for any distance not exceeding 30 
miles was 6 cents. Over 30 miles 
and not exceeding 80 miles the 
charge was 10 cents. Over 80 and 
not over 150 the rate was 12 ' 2 cents. 

Over 150 miles and not over 400 the 
rate was 18 % cents. Over 400 miles 
it was 25 cents. 

In case twa sheets of letter paper 
were mailed it cost twice as much 
as a single sheet to mail. Coming 
down- to • 1 855 , the rate of postage 
tor 3.000 miles wus 3 cents prepaid 
and 5 cents if not prepaid. 

By act of Congress in March. 1885 
the rate on letters was reduced to 2 
cents for each half ounce or frac- 
tion thereof. 

It is 3 cents again. 

In the earliest days of the post- 
office there were no envelopes or 
stamps and the sheets had to be 
folded and sealed ..._with_waxXl 

The recipient had to pay the un- 
fixed charges.

Says W. T. Darnell, Superintend- 
ent of CCC Camp SCS-5-Ky. 

Flowers on pasture weeds may be 
a pretty sight to nature lovers, bu' 
their appearance, as a general rule 
is a signal to farmers to prepare for 
mowing, according to Ward T. Dar- 
nell, superintendent of CCC Camp 
SCS5-Ky. 

When flowers appear and before 
seed matures, the food reserve of 
weeds is at its lowest point and there 
is no danger of scattering seed. Sup* 
Darnell explained. The mowing of 
weeds in pastures often serves as 
an indirect method of erosion con- 
trol by giving desirable pasture 
grasses an opportunity to provide a 
better sod.

ARMY WORM CONTROL 

The weather conditions this spring 
have been very favorable to the de- 
velopment of army worms. These 
uosdious pests, if present In the fie!.', 
may be found by examining the rank 
growing spots in the barley, wheat 
rye and grass. Just now the insects 
are feeding near the ground and 
will contnue to do so for a few d.tys 
While they may be present in great 
numbers at this time, they are not 
conspicious and may be overlooked 
A little later, however, they will start 
devouring plants in the immediate 
vicinity and, when that job is com- 
pleted, will march to oUer fields. 

Farmers are advised to examine 
their small grain and grass fields to 
determine if an infestation is pres- 
ent. If worms are found, the boun- 
daries o£ the infestation should be 
determined) and the infes.ed area 
treated before the worms start 
marching. 

Badly infested crops may have to 
be sacrificed to protect adjacent un- 
infected crops from these cater 



pillar-. This may be done by spray- 
ing with arsenate of lead ( 2 pounds 
to 50 gallons of water) or with Paris 
green (1 pound to 50 gallons of 
Aater). It is not safe after spray- 
ing to feed these crops to livestock 

After the worms start migrating 
from one field to another, the line of 
march should be broken up by es- 
overtabiishing a dust furrow. A log 
or keg filled with water is dragged 
up and down the furrow. This pro- 
duces a fine dust over the steep sides 
and when the worms attempt to go 
over this barrier they lose their foot- 
ing and' drop back to the bottom. A 
keg or pole dragged through the fur- 
row at this time and at later inter- 
vals will kill most of the worms pres- 
ent. Often, a second furrow just be- 
yond the first one is necessary to 
check their spread. 

A poison bait is used' in connec- 
tion with the dust furrow. It is 
made and used as follows: To 25 
pounds bran and one pound of Paris 
green, add two quarts of syrup and 
enough water to make the bran 
moist but not soppy. Broadcast 
this in .the infested area at the rate 
of twelve to fifteen pounds to the 
acre.— by W. A. Price, Entomologist.

Bonds Sold 

Chicago Firm Buys Bonds Issued 
On Covington-Cincinnati Span 

Frankfort. Ky.. June 4.— A syndi- 
cate, headed by Blyth and Company 
Chicago was the successful bidder 
for the $2,100,000 Kentucky Britige 
Revenue Bonds, project 12. issued by 
the State Highway Department for 
the purchase of the C. & O. Bridge 
over the Ohio Riyer between Cov- 
ington and Cincinnati. The sealed 
bids were opened Tuesday morning. 
June 2, by Highway Commissioner 
Robert Humphreys and the letting 
was made immediately after the an- 
nouncement of the high bid. 

The successful bid for the bonds 
which will be issued in denomina- 
tions of $1,000 each, was for 294% 
plus accrued interest in addition to 
a premium of $21,840.00. Four other 
concerns including a syndicate head- 
ed by Harris Hall and Company 
Chicago; Almstedt Brothers, Louis- 
ville; Bancarmerica-Blair, New 
York, and Otis and Company, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, bid for the bonds. The 
bonds mature on July 1, 1947. 

Negotiations for the bridge, which 
was owned by the Covington and 
Cincinnati Elevated Railroad and 
Transfer and Bridge Company, were 
completed last month with the state 
paying $2,100,000.0© for the span. 
The bridge will 'be taken over by the 
state on or before June 11th. 

By virtue of the purchase the 
Commonwealth now owns two im- 
portant bridges over the Ohio River 
in the Cincinnati area. It has own- 
ed the Newport-Cincinnati bridge 
for several years.

51 the North and South fought 
purchased to reconstruct the bat- 
tlefield as nearly as possible. 

The battle of Perryville was as 
desperate as any in the Civil War 
General Buell had 25.000 soldiers 
and General Bragg had 15.000. The 
Union losses in this battle were 
4.000 and the Confederate losses 
were 3.000. 

After the battle, the forces of 
Kirby Emith and- Buell united at 
Harrodsburg where they waited for 
two days for an attack that did no' 
come, then withdrew to Tennessee 

The historic significance of this 
battle is that it secured Kentucky 
for the Union army. The battle was 
fought over water. Kentucky was 
in the grip of a great draught and 
the water supplies had dried up. 
Chaplin Fork of Salt River had 
quite a few pools, enough for an 
army's drinking needs. The battle 
was fought for "an everlasting 
spring." one of the number for which 
Kentucky is noted. The South tried 
to have Albert Sidney Johnson re- 
moved, for withdrawing the southern 
forces. 

By all means such historic ground 
should be preserved and a' national 
monument park is the proper sort 
of memorial^ useful for teaching 
history and for re-creation to those 
whose grandfathers once fought each 
other over water to drink.— Lexing- 
ton Herald.

Poultry manure is a profitable 
source of revenue that can be made 
to increase the income of every 
poultryman. As an aid to the proper 
handling of manure, one poultry- 
man has a large shed with a con- 
crete floor. When the laying houses 
and brooder houses on the plant 
are cleaned, the floor manure or 
litter is placed in one corner of 
the shed and used for mixing with 
the moist manure from the drop- 
ping boards which are cleaned ev- 
ery day 

The floor manure is spread out in 
a flat pile about six inches deep 
and the fresh manure from the 
dropping boards is spread upon it. 
The pile is then shoveled over and 
the dropping board manure of the 
ne'xt day is spread over the heap.

When unmarketable potatoes are 
available, they can be used to ad- 
vantoge for poultry feeding, either 
for fattening poultry or for egg pro- 
d uction, according to a writer in 



Hoard's Dairyman. 

Potatoes should not be regarded 
as a succulent feed or as a green 
feed even though they contain ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of water. 
They must be cooked before feed- 
ing and simply served as a partial 
substitute for grain. Their value 
becomes apparent when the solids 
or dry matter content of corn and 
whbat is directly compared with 
that of potatoes with a similar mois- 
ture csntent.

This City Fortunate In Again Se- 
curing The Services of This 
, Excellent Executive 

By unanimous vote of the city 
council, Col. C. O. Sherill, was elect- 
ed as City Manager of Cincinnati 
Ohio, to succeed City Manager C. A 
Dykstra, Monday. Cincinnati is in- 
deed fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of this excellent gentleman 
who was former city manager of 
Cincinnati for a number of years 
resigning in 1930 to accept a posi- 
tion with the American Retail As- 
sociation at Washington, D. C. 
which position he now occupies and 
which he will resign. • 

Colonel Sherrill was Cincinnati's 
first City Manager, having served 
from 1926 to April 22, 1930. He 
came to Cincinnati from Washing- 
ton, D. C, where he was Director 
of Parks and Buildings for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

SHEEP PARASITE CONTROL 

RECOMMENDED BY AGENT ! 

Progressive farmers cooperating in 
the planning of the local community 
agricultural improvement programs 
of work last spring considered in- 
testinal parasite or stomach worm 
control in sheep a major problem 
The County Agent and the field vet- 
erinarian from the College were re- 
quested to assist in preparing ef- 
fective recommendations for sheep 
raisers interested in this work. 

The following recommendations 
are submitted. 

Most effective stomach worm con- 
trol will be secured thru a combin- 
ation of cV.'enching and animal ro- 
tation. 

Drenching Recommendations 
Drenching treatments as follows 
using 3 to 4 ounces of adult sheep 
and 2 ounces or less of lambs. Three 
quarts of solution is enough for 25 
adult, sheep. 

June— 1 ounce of Bluestone to 3 
quarts of water. . s 

July — Same as June. 
August— Nema capsules (tetra- 
chlorethylene > according to direc- 
tions as given on box for sheep. 
September— Bluestone. as in June 
October — Bluestone, one ounce; 
; one ounce Black Leaf, 40 to 3 qts 
water for 25 adult sheep. 

Important Extension Circular No. 
152 "Stomach Worms in Sheep" 
should be studied by all farmers be- 
fore drenching. This circular is 
available FREE of charge at the 
County Agent's Office. 

Animal Rotation 
Animal rotation is as essential for 
the health of animals as crop ro- 
'. tation is for the successful produc- 
tion of farm crops. The continuous 
use of pastures, lots or ranges for 
the same species of animal causes 
: the land to become heavily con- 
i laminated with various kinds of 
i germs and parasites. Fortunately 
I very few of the diseases and para- 
I sites of animals pass from one 
species to another. This fact makes 
! it possible to use animal rotation as 
! an aid in controlling diseases and 
parasitesi. 

Most species of animal parasites 
will not live in the open for more 
than -two years. It is not practical 
j or necessary to attempt to destroy 
germs or parasites on pastures, lots 
or ranges with disinfectants. Sun 
light and cultivation or the use of 
the land for some other species of 
animal will give the desired results. 
Pastures that cannot be cultivated 
should be used for a different species 
of animal every two years, or used 
for the production of hay for two 
years. 

The greatest effort should be made 

to have a clean pasture for young 

animals. Mares, sows and ewes 

j should be treated for parasites in the 

, fall. As soon as the foals, pigs or 

| lamtos are born the young and their 

mothers should 'be placed in fields 

that haiye not been used 'by the same 

species of animal for the .past two 

years. 

Manure is the principal carrier of 
the eggs and larvas of internal par- 
asites.

A SHORTAGE OF 

T. V, A. PHOSPHATE 
The County Agent's Office was 
notified last Saturday that the pres- 
ent available supply of T. V. A 
phosphate supplied on the A. C. P 
allowance is exhausted but that ad- 
ditional supplies will be available as 
soon as it can be cured. This will 
likely take around ninety riayg 

Farmers who expect to use phos- 
phate for their grass seeded 'this fall 
and would like to use T. V. A. phos- 
phate supplied on their A. C. P. soil 
building allowance probably should 
file their orders immediately for fall 
delivery. Most farmers can not earn 
their full ACP allowance thru use of 
seeding grasses and legumes. Where 
phosphate is not needed agriculture 1 
limestone is the best investment 1 
Farmers desiring limestone for fall 
use should order it immediately as 
there will also likely be a shortage 
of agricultural limestone again ttue 
fall. Many farmers desiring to pur- 



s'.-.ould toe seeded to small grain 
cover crops to prevent leaching and 
erosion. 

4. A nine-point program for 
sound land use includes: 

a. Steep land in trees or per- 
manent pasture.

JUNE POULTRY POINTERS

Cornell Investigators Hope 
to Aid Poultrymen. 

Supplied by the New York State College 
of Agriculture.— WNU Service. 

Nation-wide recognition has come 
to research workers at the Cornell 
poultry department for their work 
on the cause and prevention of per- 
osis, a bone deformity in young 
chickens. The problem has. had the 
attention of scientists throughout the 
country for years. 

The Cornell investigators have 
been experimenting for the past two 
years on the relation' of certain in- 
organic elements to this disorder 
in chicks. They do not announce a 
"cure" but merely the role these 
elements have in the cause and 
preventidr^jf this disorder. 

The scientists announce that por- 
osis is due to the lack of certain 
inorganic elements, of which man- 
ganese is notable, and that an ex- 
cess of calcium and phosphorus 
makes the condition worse. They dis- 
covered that the pcrosis-preventing 
property of common feed stuffs was 
roughly in proportion to their man- 
ganese content. By means of a 
spectroscopic analysis, considerable 
manganese and traces of iron wore 
detected in substances used in their 
studies. Aluminum also entered into 
the picture. 

Centering attention on manganese, 
the investigators had to work with 
measurements as fine as 0.0025 per 
cent, which is 25 parts to a million, 
adding that amount to a diet al- 
ready containing 0.0010 per cent. 

This amount was found to be quite 
effective in- preventing perosis 
where 1.0 and 1.2 per cent of calcium 
was present in the ration. It also 
worked with similar levels of phos- 
phorus. 

Aluminum and zinc were shown to 
have similar but less effective pre- 
ventive action. A mixture of man- 
ganese, aluminum, and zinc pre- 
vented the disorder at the lower cal- 
cium and phosphorus levels and, in 
addition benefited growth slightly. 

The Cornell research workers say 
results have merely demonstrated 
the importance of manganese and 
certain other trace elements in pre- 
venting perosis. Now they intend to 
determine the quantities of the el- 
ements needed to best handle the 
disorder. '

Laying Mash and Grain 
in Hoppers for Pullets 

The conventional system of feed- 
ing well matured pullets is either to 
keep a good laying mash and grain 
before them in open hoppers at all 
times, or limiting the grain by feed- 
ing it once or twice daily, advises 
a writer in Wallaces' Farmer. 

If satisfactory production can not 
be obtained by these methods, one 
may feed a crumbly mash and use 
artificial lights. 

In any case, a flock owner should 
not attempt to follow definite feed- 
ing instructions, but rather should 
feed enough grain to maintain satis- 
factory body weight. 

Normally, a hundred hens will eat 
twenty-two to twenty-five pounds of 
feed daily, of which seven to ten 
pounds is mash and twelve to six- 
teen pounds is grain. Since grain is 
more palatable than mash, there is 
no danger of the flock eating too 
much mash.

Birds for Market 

Fowls may be prepared for mar- 
ket either by "dry picking" or 
scalding, the choice lying between 
the two in the facilities possessed 
by the one who prepares the birds 
for market and any difference in 
market prices. Dry picking re- 
quires sticking and bleeding in 
proper manner, while "scalding" 
will probably be easier for the nov- 
ice. For limited numbers and a 
local market, the most satisfactory 
method may be removal of the 
bird's head and picking after im- 
mersing in water a little below the 
boiling temperature. 



Blue Andalusian Chicken 

The Blue Andalusian chicken is 
one of the Mediterranean breeds, 
like the Leghorn, but it has never 
been developed to any extent com- 
mercially. It is quite possible, of 
course, says a writer in the Pacific 
Rural Press, that there may be 
birds of the breed which will be 
satisfactory producers. However, so 
much more work has been done by 
way of breed improvement in the 
more common breeds that it would 
hardly be wise to start out with an 
uncommon breed.

Sodium 
bicarbonate, or baking soda, is poi- 
sonous to baby chicks' and may be 
harmful to adults under certain cir- 
cumstances. This fact was brought 
to attention several years ago, and 
has been confirmed by tests made, 
says the Pacific Rural Press.

Baltimore. Md. — "The perfect 
crime." the dream of criminals, Is 
growing more and more impossible 
as the best brains in criminal in- 
vestigation and science develop new 
methods to tighten the net on law- 
breakers. 

Dr. R. W. Wood, professor of phys- 
ics at the Johns Hopkins university 
in Baltimore, Md., described new 
scientifig mcth.ids developed to aid 
federal investigators to the Ameri- 
can Institute of Chemical Hhgineers 
which met in Baltimore recently. . 

As an example. Dr. Wood related 
the stops taken a few years ago to 
apprehend a criminal who sent a 
bomb in a Christmas package to a 
Washington. D. C, family. 

The bomb exploded, killing three 
of the family. The only evidence. 
Dr. Wood declared, was a half doz- 
en small bits of metal recovered 
after the explosion. Some had to be 
du;: ffom what remained of the 
walls of the room. 

Trace Down Bomb. 

Dr. Wood discovered that the 
bomb was fired by a gunlike mech- 
anism He sent a fragment of the 
tube of the gun to all American 
manufacturers of such tubing. It 
was Identified by a Cleveland com- 
pany as a sample of tubing made 
for use in the construction of onlv 
one make of. car. A single garage i 
Washington sold this make of ca 

Meanwhile. Dr. Wood recon- 
structed the mechanism that fired 
the bomb by examining the frag- 
ments. When a drawing of it was 
made, a detective identified the 
mechanism as one which a garage 
mechanic had been seen working on 
several weeks before the explosion. 
He was employed by the garage 
from which the gun tubing was be- 
lieved to have come. 

"Further search showed that cer- 
tain tool marks made on the bomb 
fragments were found on similar 
tubes from the garage in question, 
but not on samples obtained in an- 
other city," added Dr. Wood. 

Examination of the fragments re- 
vealed that an old fashioned copper 
percussion cap had been used. The 
police then searched the suspected 
mechanic's home and found a gun 
answering the description obtained 
from study of the fragments, and ? 
box of copper percussion caps. 

The mechanic was arrested, tried, 
and convicted of the crime. 

Morgan Asks Help. 

Dr. Wood first became interested 
in scientific crime detection 15 years 
ago when J. P. Morgan & Co. asked 
his assistance in solving the Wall 
street explosion in New York just 
outside the company offices which 
killed more than 30 people. 

Dr. Wood was able to reconstruct 
the nature of the bomb container 
used. It was a hollow steel cylinder 
about 7 inches in diameter bound 
with iron hoops attached by bolts. 

"This would have been an impor- 
tant clew if the original use of the 
cylinder could have been estab- 
lished," Dr. Wood stated. However, 
nothing further was accomplished. 

More recently. Dr. Wood proved 
that a Baltimore woman had not 
been murdered but was killed while 
standing in front of a furnace by 
a pinhead size fragment of copper 
which flew out in the explosion of a 
dynamite detonator used in mines 
and left accidentally with a load ot 
coaL 



Plan Makes for Efficient 

Crop Production at 

Lower Expense.

Solution of the erosion problem 
which is recognized as serious, lies 
In terracing coupled with good soil 
and crop practices on slopes not 
too steep and pastures and trees 
for the steeper slopes. 

This is recommended in, "Ter- 
races to Save Soil," a circular is- 
sued by the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois,, pontaining a 
discussion of terrace construction 
and maintenance. The circular was 
prepared by E. W. Lehmann, head 
of the department of agricultural 
engineering, and R. C. Hay, exten- 
sion specialist in agricultural en- 
gineering. 

Terraces not only save soil, but 
also are easier to cross with farm- 
ing equipment than are gullies, the 
authors state. Farming terraced 
land is not difficult once the farmer 
is willing to give up straight rows 
and try contour farming. 

Terraces also make for more ef- 
ficient crop production at lower cost. 
Corn yields on terraced tracts in 
one county averaged mora than 
twice the production on the unter- 
raced check area. 

If only a limited amount of time 
can be spent in terracing, it is 
much better to build the two upper 
terraces well than to build four or 
five carelessly or inadequately, the 
circular recommends. On moder- 
ate slopes free from gullies and with 
experienced operators in charge of 
efficient equipment, the cost of ter- 
race construction has been estimat- 
ed to be about as much as plow- 
ing the land once. 

In emphasizing the importance of 
proper terrace maintenance, the 
authors warn that no system of ter- 
races however well planned and con- 
structed can be successful over a 
period of years unless kept in good 
repair.

Windbreak Trees Reduce 
the Farmhouse Fuel Cost 

For heating the home, trees are 
more than just a source of firewood. 
They conserve fuel when used as a 
windbreak, says W. K. Williams of 
the United States Forest Service. 
Heating requirements in a house un- 
protected by trees are tripled when 
cold winds reach a velocity of 20 
miles an hour. 

Tests show that winter tempera- 
tures are 2 to 6 degrees higher on 
the leeward side of a windbreak 
than on the windward side and that 
heat requirements increase rapidly 
with an increase in wind velocity 
during winter months. 

Considering proper circulation of 
air in the summer as well as pro- 
tection in the winter, Williams rec- 
ommends that windbreaks b e 
planted 100 to 150 feet from the 
house. Best protection also is given 
when the trees are "staggered" in 
alternate rows. 

The compactness of evergreen 
trees makes them popular for wind- 
break purposes. However, mixed 
plantings with more permanent 
trees in the center rows may de- 
velop more rapidly. At least three 
or four rows, 8 to 12 feet apart, 
give best protection. The young 
trees grow faster where cultivated i 
for the first few years.
